many conſideracions, J (for my pooꝛe part;thought, that 3 
Mould doe, not onely to your byghneſſe acceprable ſeruice,. 
but alſo to all noble men, and ientilemen ofthe realme greate 


pleaſure and commodit ie, if gatheryng to grther out of Titus 
Liuius, and other autours, the lyues, the policies, andthe 
marciall actes of two the moſte wooꝛthie capitaynes, of the 
two moſte renoumed empires of the woꝛlde, that is to ſaie, ot 
Annidall of Carthage, and Scipio of Rome, J woulde brynge 


the ſame into our englyſhe toung: whereby, beſyde the plea⸗ 


ſaunt beſtowyng of tyme, in the readyng therof, menalſo may 
learne bothe to dooe diſpleaſure to they: ennemies, and to a⸗ 
uoyde the crafty and daungerous baites, which ſhallbe layde 
fo: theim. The one oftheſe capitayns, after many countreis 
of Spayne brought vnder ſubiection, to ſeeke honour, and to 
exercyſe hym ſelfe, with his men, in feates of warre, paſſed 
the terrible mountaines to entre into Italy, through many pe⸗ 


rillous ſtreightes and vnknowen paſſages, there yexyng and 
ſpoylyng the countrey with contynuall warre, by the ſpace of 


xvi.yeres. Duryng whiche tyme he had many noble victoꝛies 


ſteyng many Romaine legions with theyꝛ valyant capytaines.. F; 


The other, that is ro wete, Scipio the Komainconfull, being 
a man of no leſſe courage than his ennemie, leaupug hym with 
bis power in Italy, ſailed over into Africa: where vanquy- 
ſhyng many friendes of the Larthaginenſes, at the laſte he 
brought Carthage to ſuche extremitie, that the princes ther⸗ 
of were diyuen (fot theyr onely refuge) to call Auniball home 
agayn to ſuccour them: where in battaile ſoꝛe foughten, Sci⸗ 


Pio ouercame Anniball and alihis power, puthym to flygbe,. 


⁊ made the empire of Carthage to bevnder tribute to Rome. 
The one of theſe capitaines was crafty, politike, pernfull, and 


bardy:and by ſubtil traynes w2ought his enmies muche diſple⸗ 
ture: The other was wiſe, chaſte, liberal, and valiant :: and by 


bis vertuous courage, mixeq with temperaunce, ray ſed vp the. 


banner of fame ⁊ honour of Rome; whiche befoze was bought 
towe, and almooſte to vttet deſolacion. And as theſe notable 


puncio, with many other men of noble hertes, daue heretos 
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fore traualled. to ſeeke honourable renourne 
learned — r 8 auaunce theim to they: 
hiue in wirtyng ſette Forth 
tall fame, and to the comfort of all tat ſhall here 02 rede the 
ſanc. yea the peinters haue not foꝛgot en noꝛ omitted on their 
partes, to ſette fooꝛth before mennes eies, their noble act 
thereby fo ſtiere and to enkendle the bertes and myndes 0 
the beholders. For who is be, that docth not muche reioyce, 
in beholdyng Hercules peinted on a wulle, clothed in a lyons 
ſkynne, by bis mighty bande ſpoyled, and dzawyng after rm 
Cerberus that heil hounde, with, iii. by dous beddes, whome 
he bad brought from the dominion of Pluto? Whodoeth not 
reioyce tobrare the conqueſt of the golden fliece, by Jaſon 
in thc Ile of Lolchos 2 Thus it appereth, that who ſo doen 
vertuouſely embꝛace honourable trauaile, deſerue to haue ima 
moꝛtall fame. Emong whiche moſte victoꝛious conqueroure, 
although your moſte excellent maicſtee maic without all cos 
trouerſie oꝛ doubte moſt woꝛthily chalenge and take the chiefe 
place, yet would not I, befote your maieſties owne face, offre 
my ſeſte to be a ſetter out therof, oneles the expꝛeſſe veritee 
of your graces pꝛocedynges dyd ſo manifeſtly publyſihe and 
veclare the ſame, 5 — J maie not by my ſo doyng poſſybly ens 
curre any maner ſuſpicion of flatterie oꝛ adulacion, as by coms 
paryng the noble dedes of the forenamed great pꝛincis, vnto 
Four moſte wooꝛthy actes. ſhall appere manifeſt. Anniball. by 
tee helpe of the frenchemen, paſſed the moantaines, and aſter 
in Italie foughe:three oꝛ fower notable battailes, to the great 
ruine of the Romaines: but ther were achicued rather by 
crafty ſleightes and poltcies, than by ſtr Ju theim alſo 
be bad the aſſured ayde ofthe frenchemen, ecitic of Tas 
rent he wanueby treaſon. Capua, and many other cities, wy la 
lyngly yeldedvnto bym, whoſe aſſitence after, was mucbe bis 
auauncement. Onthe other part, Scipio arryuyngin Ufris 
ca, fouude there kynge Maſſaniſſa bis olde frende, by whoſe 
beipe, valiantneſſe,and conduite,he pꝛeuailed againſt the Zars 
thaginenſes, and ſubdued kynge Syphar. Theſe thynges ſees 
med than to men ſo notable, that emong others, my chiefe au s 
tdour Titus Liutus, to auaunce therenoume of them, wiote 
thereof a noble and goodly hiſtoꝛie. But who ſo beholdeth

twiſe achiued without the aide of any foratn pꝛince, rhe dans

wꝛote vpon. Foꝛ it is not vnknowen, that thynges nowebe 
muche harder to be atchiued, than they were in thoſe dayes: 
the artillary moze perillouo, the armour moe ſure, and the 
caſtelles moze ſtrong : In ſomuche that the winnyng of Tire 
wyn oꝛ Moꝛlace, is muche mote to be cſtemed, than tbe win⸗ 
nyng of Capua oz Carthage. I wille omitte to reherſe, that 
the emperour Maximilian, hearyng the fame of your hrab⸗ 
neſſe power and excellence, pie to be of youre maieſtiea 
bande, and vnder your baner in the fielde agaynſt the frenches 
men, 7 wyll alſo leaue to reherſe the wyſe and wooꝛthy con⸗ 
queſt ofthe realme of Jrelande, wher of at this pꝛeſent your 
maieſtee weareth the Diademe.

and as fone as hecoulde toconuey his company ouer puuily, 
that they mightberedy whi tyme required, to ſet ypon their 
ennemies behynd. Lertayne freachemen were appoynted to 
2. and conuey theim vp alonge the ryuer ſyde: Who con⸗ 


ted theim the ſpace of.xxv. mptes vp the ſtreame to a lyt· 
tell Ne, where they felled trees, and ſpedyly made botes, in 


the whiche they myght conuey theim ſelues, ther horſes, 
and theyꝛ neceſſary ſtuffe ouer. The Spanyardes thꝛowyng 
they: clothes vponbottels, and ſittynge on ther ſeldes faſt⸗ 
ned aboue theron, paſſed the ryuer, the reſt ofthe boſte, toys 
nyng botes togyther, paſſed ouer, and pitched their tentes 
on the other ſyde of the riuer, where after their nyghtes iur⸗ 


ney, and wery days labour, they reſted all that day andnigbre | 


torefreſhe them. The nexte day they remoued from thenſe, 
and with bournynge made a ſmoke, to ſigulf e that were 
paſſed the ryuer, and were not farrcof, | WWhiche thynge 
whan Anniball perceyued, leſt be ſhulde loſe the tyme, gaue 
a ſygne to his hoſte to paſſe ouer . The footemen — theyꝛ 
baggage paſſed ouer in botes: the horſemen ſhypped ſuche 
hoꝛſes, as at they: landyngtbey muſte nedes occupy, the reſt 


of tie hoiſes they tyed to 


foꝛ the eaſe of the ſmall botes, as of the hoꝛſes that 


they ſette the great ſhyppes and botes betwene the ſtreame 


and theim.

all, by. iii. £.Romayns, whiche after great ſlaughter on both 
ſydes opteyned the pyctorye, and per foꝛce put the Numidi⸗ 
ane to flyght. Publius Coꝛnelius Scipio, beynge conſul and 
capitayn of the Romaynearmy, loked for none other thynge 
but that Unniballſhonlde geue bym battayle. Aud like it was, 
that he wold ſo haue done, had not the legates ofthe Boios, 
 andtheruler of Fraunce ( whiche offered them ſelſes as coms 
panyons in the tourney )tourned his mynde : aduiſynge bym 
in ne eto mynyſſhe his power tyll he were come into 
Italy. Whan Anniball was f y fyxed to go fooꝛth, he 
beganne to exhoꝛte and encourage his ſouldyours, whiche 
werealmoſt dyſcouraged wit!» feare of the doubtfull paſſage 
ouer the hygde mountaynes, whiche they ſhulde paſſe, hes 
that before they came out of Spayne, they 
baddebtought allthoſe people and realmes whiche were ins 
cloſed with two ſeuerall ſcas, to be vnder the domynyon of 
Carthage: Ind that it were ſhame for them to departe, ſeing 
they had alredy paſſed the icoperdous paſſage ouer the ry* 
ner of Rhodanus, and alſo ouercome ſo many Frenchemen,

Anniball came from Dꝛuentia moſte part by the 
| I plaxne fieides and valeys (by the ſufferance of 
the Frenchemen beyng inhabitauntes there) to 
the Alpes oꝛ high mountains : and as the fame 
vent, ſoit was found: The toppes ofthe high 
22 uiilles were myngled with ſnowe, that almoſte 
touched the ſky, and full rude houſes were ſet vppon the roc⸗ 
kes, the beaſtes and labourynge cattell beynge froſen with 
colde, the men naked, vnſh auen, and vnrounded, all the bea⸗ 
ſtes and people were ſtarke and ſhronke together with froſt: 
with other thynges more fearefull ⁊ hoꝛyible to be ſene than 
ſpoken, whiche whan the Hoſte ſawe nere hande, dyd renue 
and increaſe theyꝛ dꝛede. As the army marched vp betwyrte 
* the rockes, they might perceyue the mountayne men aſſem⸗ 
bled on the hylles ouer them to defende the paſſage. Anniball 
cauſed his ſtanderdes to ſtay there, and ſent the Frenchemen 
to viewe the paſſage , Und whan he vnderſtoode, that there

Anniball perceyuynge their 
great diſcourage.gottedefoꝛe the Rtanderds, and wem vp on 
a bylle, from whence he myghte ſee farre and wyde, where 
cauſyng his army to ſtay a Httell, he gewed to theim Italy, 
and the fay:e fieides that lay aboute the ryuer of padus, ad⸗ 
 toynynge to the mountaynes : andhe ſaied vnto theym, that 
after they had paſſed theſe mountaynes, they had alredy ſcas 
led the walles not onely of Italy, but alſo of the verye citee 
of Rome: ſhewyng them. that all other paſſages were plaine, 
eafy and nothyng daungeroas : and that within two oꝛ thꝛee

deſtroyed Carthage. We pardoned therm, we made peace 
with theim after they were ſubdued, and tobe theim into our 
pꝛotection and defence whan they were ſoꝛe greued with the 
warres of Affrike , And foꝛ theſe our bene fites ſhewed vnto 
theim, folowynge this furious yong man, they come to con⸗ 
gquere our countrey . And wolde to god this battayle nowe 
were fot honour, and not for the healthe and ſafetie of vs all. 
We fyght not nowe foꝛ the poſſeſſion of Sicilia and Sardi⸗ 
nia, for whiche we ſtroue in tymes paſte: but nowe we muſte 
fygbt for Italy. Noꝛ there io none other armye behynde vs. 
whiche wil withſtande them if we be ouerthꝛowen: Hother be 
there any mo mountaines, ouer whiche whiles they were paſs 
ſyng, men might pꝛouide newe ſuccours.

— lui as ſone as he nugbt. Whiche whan he pers 
cetucd, he laide garriſons in diuers places, to defend the pꝛo⸗ 
uinces, and came bim ſelfe with a ſtrong power into Italy, to 
kepe the coſtes. Thus whan the two conſuls were met to 
ther, all the power of Rome was there aſſembled agayuſt An⸗ 
niball. Not withſtandyng the one conſull,beyng abated by bis 
fyꝛſte battayle and ſoꝛe wounde, wold rather pꝛolong the mat⸗ 
ter than fight. But the other beyng freſhe and luſty. and ther- 
foꝛe more fierce, wold haue no delay, thinking it great honour 
vnto hym, ik he might recouer agayn that the other conſul had 
loſt.

Anmball oꝛdꝛed his battayles 
circumſpectly : fyꝛſte he ſette forthe his thꝛowers of dartes, 
whiche were of the ples called Baleares, then his light har⸗ 
neyſed footemen, to the numbꝛe of. viii. . and after them the 
other footemen: he alſo beſtowed in the. ii. wynges . x. . 
hoꝛſemen, in whom reſted the great ſtrength of his battayle, 
and into theſe wynges alſo be departed bis ele phantes, puts 

tynge them craftily befoꝛe the iyght of his ennemics hoꝛſes, 
whiche were not wonte to theim, ſo that fo; ſtr angenes of the 
iyght, and the vnaccuſtomed ſauour of them, thei ſcattered 
abꝛode.and than the battayle by the footemen was ey 
ned foꝛ a ſeaſon: But anone, what by reaſon of the hoiſemen 
and elephantes, and alſo throughe the ſodayne comynge of 
Mago with the Numidians, that fierſely aſſayled the Nos 
mar nes at they backes, they wereſtryken with ſuche feare, 
that they fledde on all parteo: Some ieoparded to take the 
water agayn, and eſcaped to theyꝛ tentes, but of theim were 
dut fewe, for either they were owned in the depe water, 02 
ele ſlayne of theyꝛ ennemies in the chaſe at the water ſyde. 
Many toke the ryght waie to {Blacentia, and were ſas 
ned, On the other ſyde the Carthaginenſes were "=

They hadde ſcante 
tes to dꝛawe they: weapons: barncis was - 
then to them than a defence, They heare muche noy ſe 
and clamour of thoſe that were w d, but lyttell coulde 
ther ſee. Some fled, and in the fle yng bapned to fall into c om⸗ 
panies of Komaines that fought earneſtly, and by theim were 
ſtayed from further fleyng. Some were commyng towarde 
the battayle, and by the dilcomfyture of ſuche as they mette, 
whiche fledde awaie, were diſcouraged and fledde alſo. But 
at thelaſte, whan they perceyued no waie to eſcape, than felle 
they earneſtly to fyghtyng,not kepyng oꝛdie oꝛ araye, but by 
companyes,as it happed theym to falle together. Than bes 
ganne the battayle to be fyerce in all partes, and endured als 
moſte thꝛe howꝛes, and euery where verye cruell, but moſte 
daungerous about the conſull. Fot the ſtrength of the hoſte 
folowed bym : And on what fo euer parte he ſawe bis men in 
daunger,quyckely and diligently he receued theim:A nahe bes 
yng very paliant, bothe myghtyly aſſay led bis ennemies, and 
defended his citezens, vntyll one of Inſubꝛia, called Duca⸗ 
rius, knowyng bothe his hoꝛſe and his face, faicd to his coms 
pany : Mere is the Conſull, that not longe agone cenfouns 
ded our legyons, and diſtrored bothe our cities and ficides ; 
nowe ſhall I ſende bisſowle to the company of our friendes, 
that he all redy hath ſiayne: and hyttynge his hoꝛſe with the 
ſpurres, he ranne violently thzough the thyckeſt of hio en⸗ 
nemyes route, ſleyng a ſquyꝛe, whiche mette hym vnhap⸗ 
pyly in the waye. And after warde with his ſpeare, ranne the 
Conſull through the body, and hadde ſpoyled bym, had not 
the ſtronge company of the Romayne knygbtes withſtande 
. bym . After his deathe began the Romains to flee on all par⸗ 
tes, and than nother bylles noꝛ lake coulde lettetheym:they 
wandꝛed as blynd men thtough the ſtraites and ouer the roc⸗ 
kes, ſome fallynge one ouer an other. Ind whan they coulde 
fynde none other waye, they toke the next waye thꝛough the 
fennes, runnynge into the water ouer head and ſhulders, and 
were foꝛ the moſte parte dzowned . Thus was the daunge⸗ 
rous battayles at Traſymenus. xv. M. Romans were ſlayne 
in the battaile, and. x.. ſparkled abꝛode by diuers wayes, 
: came 
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| undeo whiche they had ” nmball dellueredall the pꝛiſo⸗ 
nero of Jtaly without raunſome, but the Romans he kept in 
pꝛiſon. Then com he the bodies of his company that 
were deade, tobe red from the other, and buried. He 
ſought the body of Flamtnius with great diligence, to haue 
buried u, dut he coulde not fynde it. MWhan the newes ofthio 
great ſlaughter was firſi knowen at Rome, the people aſſem⸗ 
bled with great ſrare and rumour inthe market place, gathe⸗ 
ryng into compgnyes, to knowe the trouth therof, And a litel 
befoꝛe the ſonneſettyng, Marcus pP omponius pꝛetoꝛ ſaied : 
With great dataile we ar ouercome:and although the people 
herd him ſay no mote ofcertainty, yet by receiuiug the newes 
one of an other,thei filled the hole city with tidingeo, that the 
conſul, with a great part ofthe hoſt, was ſlayne, and that fewe 
were left on lyue, but were other chaſed abꝛode, oz taken of 
they: enemies. The women chicfely made eyther great toy 
for they frendes that eſcaped, oꝛ elles great ſorzowe foꝛ the 
deth and captiuitee of them that were ſlayn andtaken. Jr was 
ſaied, that one woman whan ſhe herde ſodeynly,that hir ſonne 
cam home 7 eſcaped from the battaile, for toy died at the gate 
ofthe citee , And an other, to whome itwasſhewed falſely, 
that hir chyld was ſlayne, ſhe abode in hir houſe very ſoꝛow⸗ 
full, but whan he came home to hir ſodaynely, ſhe at the firſt e 
ſyght of bym foꝛ great ioye dyed. The Pꝛetours kepte the 
Senate foꝛ certayne dayes frome the ſonne ryſynge, to the 
ſonne ſette, counſaylynge what capitaynes, and what hoſte 

they myght haue to withſtande the nenſes: but be⸗ 

fore they had made any certayne determinacion of theyꝛ bus 
fynes, they had tydynges of an other newe ſlaughter, whiche 

was, that.nii. thouſand horſemen, which were ſent by Serui⸗ 
tias the other conſull to Flamminius, vnder the gouernice of 
one C. Centronius. After they herde of the battayle of Tras 
fymenus, they returned backe, and in Ombꝛia were betrayed 
by Anniball, and diſtroyed. Which thynge troubled the myn⸗ 
des of the people meruaylouſty. They were in great trouble 
and feare, the conſulle and head officers beynge abſent, vnto 
whom they ſcar ſely dur ſt —— letters foꝛ feare of the 
Carthaginenſes, who were almoſte ſpꝛedde ouer all Italy.

And whan they lacked vytayles 
forage 02 woodde,be ſent a great numbꝛe together, that they 
myght walke ſurely. And alſo thoſe that wente therefoꝛe, he 
ſuffered not to ſtray farre from the hoſte. tÞe hadde euer his 
horſemen and lyght harneyſedfoorcmentn a redineffe and in 
. aray, for feare of ſodayne inuaſions of his ennemies, And alſo 

to thintent they ſhu redy to oppꝛeſſe his foes, that at az 

ny tyme ſhulde roue abꝛode foꝛ ſpoyleo: fot vitayles, he myn⸗ 

ded neuer to ieoperde the hole eſtate of the empire in open 


it was to M inuttuo, the maiſter of the hoꝛſemen. Foꝛ he bes 
yng.raſhe, and deſyꝛous to put all in auenture, fyꝛſte pꝛiuilr, 
and than openly dyſpꝛayſed the ſlackenes of Fabius, callynge 
hym bothe ſlowe and fearefull. Anniball often remouing, came 
from Arpos to Samnium, waſtyng the fieldes of the Benes 
uentanes, and there he tobe the towne of Tilsſta, truſtyng by 


bym battayle. There came to hym the ſame tyme thꝛee gens 
tylmen of Italy, whome Anniball hadde before at the battaile 
of Traſimenus taken pꝛiſoners, and delyuered to libertee 
without raunſome . Theſe men ſhewed hym, that in caſe he 
wolde conuey his army into Campauia, they woldeheilpehim 
with ſmalle peyne to wynne the noble citee of £; othis 
their mocion Anmball atlength agreed, ſendyng them to [Las 
pua befoꝛe hym, to ſterethe myndes of the rulers and of the 
commons thereto, and to retorne, bryngynghymthe certein⸗ 
tie of their ſpeede. Than commanded he his guyde to leade 
bym the next waie to the fielde of Caiſinys,hauyng knowlege 
dy diuers expert men of the ſame countrey, that yf he wan

minius. Qeuertheleſſe to pꝛoue the facion and conduicte of © 1 
nniball very oftentymes remoued bis campe, and 


de wolde ſodeynly conuey his army | 
neoutof the wate,and lyeinawaite,yt 


bartayle,puthe remayned ſtylas a ſtay to weary his enemies, . | 
. — ſobrenes was no leſſe diſpleaſant to Anniball, than 


the ſhewe of ſo muche diſpleaſure, to cauſe Fabius to geue 


ones mayſter ofthebyll and ſtrayte there, beſhonide ſtoppe 
the Romaines from bryngyng any ſuccours tothey2 men, but 
that be ſhuldar his pleaſure deſtroy them. But the guide mis 
ſtakyng the name ofthe countrey,toke Caſilinus 

Wherfoze leadynghym a wꝛonge way, heconducted bym by 
the cauntreys of Alifinus, Calatinus, and Lalenus, to the 
_  fieldes of Stellates . Whan Anniball behelde that countrey 
tobe on all partes encloſed with mountaynes and ryuers, be 
inquired of his guy de, in what region be than was ?: be aun - 
ſwered agayn, that the ſame day he wold bryng bym to Caſili⸗ 
nus. Wherat Anniball being diſpleaſed, cauſed hym to be ſoꝛe 
beaten with roddes, ⁊ after banged fot the example of other. 
Than ſeyng that he was ſo farre fro his purpoſe, be thought 
in reuengyng of his malice, to bourne and ſpoyle that plenti⸗ 
full countrey about the ryuer of Uulturnus. 

¶ Sy this tyme was Fabius come by the billes, to the toppe 
of Maſſicus the mountayn: where the Romayns myght be⸗ 
holde the Larthaginenſeslodged in the fayze playnes vnder 
them, who ceaſſed not to ſpoyle the fieldes of Falernus, and 
to durne the houſes of Stmeſft. This diſpleaſure entred er⸗ 
neſtly into the hert of Minutius: who aboue other maligned 
at the cowardiſe of the dictatour Fabius. And by an oꝛacion 


tull oft great inuectiues, ſet the hertes of the moſte part of the 


hoſt agaynſt hym. But all theyz murmurynge Fabius littell 
eſteemynge, continuedthe reſte of the ſommer in his olde fa⸗ 
cion, euer —— frome battayle, the thyng that be 
moſt deſyꝛed. Whan the wynter began to dꝛawe nere, Fabius 
perceiuyng the countrey not to be able to ſuſteyne the hoſt of 
bis ennemies any longe ſeaſon, and that there was none other 
waie for them to paſſe out of the fieldes of Falernus, but only 
by the ſame ſtrayte way es, by whiche they defoꝛe had entred, 
he ſend ufficient power of Romains to the bylle of Calli⸗ 
cula, and the towne of Caſilinus: bym ſelfe, with the mayſter 
.; ofthehorſemen, kept the narowe waye, by whiche Unniball 
muſt nedes paſſe. Anniball willyng to pꝛoue tbe maner of ke: 

pyng of that ſtrayt. came thyther, and there made aſkirmiſhe 
with the Romaing, ſomewhat tohis loſſe, and was fayne to 
rccule backe. And he perceyuyng the Romaynes to haue the 
Samnites ana the Lampanes they: frendes at they: backes, 
 redyto , eee nnd — 
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boſte were ſoencloſed, that he was like to winter among the 
ſtones of Foꝛmiana, and the ſandes of Linterm: be foꝛgate 
not than to renewe his accuſtomed ſubtiltee and craft. e ins 
uented a deceyte and mockery, very fearefullto mens ſyght, 
wherby be myght paſſe the ſtraytes by ſtelthe in the nyght. he 
cauſed rotten ſtyckes and dzye pieces of woodde, to be gathe⸗ 
red together inthe fieldes, and fagottes of pong roddes and 
bowes to be made, whiche he cauſed to be tyed to the hoznes 


of oren and kyne, whiche he had befoꝛe taken ata pray inthe 


countrey, ſome beyng wylde, and ſome tame. There were.1t, 


thouſande beaſtes,that ſhuld be thus oꝛdꝛed. And the charge 


was committed to Haſdruball, that he huld in the beginnyng 
ofthe darkenes ofthe nyght, ſette the faggotres on fyꝛe, that 
were onthe hoꝛnes of the beaſtes : and than to diyue theym 
to the bylles and ſtraytes, ſpecially aboue the waie, which the 
Romains kept. Than in the begeunyng of the ny ght, ſecrete⸗ 
ly he cauſed his men to remoue their campe, dꝛiuyng the oxen 
a lytel before the ſtanderdes, but whan thei came to the foote 
of the hyll. and to the narowe waie, he commanded the fago⸗ 
tes on the beaſtes hoꝛnes to be ſet on fyꝛe. Mhiche done, the 
feure of the flamyng fyꝛe aboute they: beades, and the heate 
comynge to the quicke and lower parte of the hoꝛnes of the 
beaſtes, cauſed theimto runne, as though they had bene mad. 
With whiche ſodeyne running the yonge roddes toke a bur⸗ 
nyng, euen as though the wooddes and hilles had ben on fire: 

and the mouing of their heades, cauſing the flame to ſpꝛede az 

bzode,ſhewed like as it had ben men rũning abꝛode with fire. 

Man thoſe that were ſet at the entryng of the paſſage ſawe 
the fyꝛe on the hygh hylles aboue them, ſuppoſyng that they 

bad ben betrayde, lefte the place aſſigned theym to kepe, and 


fledde to theyzſaccours, ſekyng they: beſt waie by the toppe | 


of the bylles, by whiche the great flame and blaſe dyd ſhyne, 
where they chaunced vpon certayn oren ſtrayed from they 
flocke. And whanat the ſyꝛſte they ſawe as it were liuing thin 
ges, bꝛeathynge fyꝛe and flames, they ſtode as aſtonyed with 
the ſyght. But after, eyuynge the crafte to be made and 


conueydby men, than ſuppoſing that there was treaſon, wittꝰ

¶ Inthe begynnyng of ſommer, whyles thoſe thynges were 
done in Italye, great warre begunne in Spayne. Haſdruball 
deliuered vnto imilco.xl.ſayle. wellfurniſhed forthe warre, 
and hym ſelfe with a great numbꝛe of ſhyppes, alſo departed 
from Carthage, and ſayled into Spayne, where after he was 
arryued and landed his hoſte, he ſet his ſhyppes at the ſhoꝛe, 
nere to the lande, and pitched his campe on the lande, beynge 
redye to fyght with bis ennemies, where ſo euer he founde 
wem on lande oꝛ water. Scipio, after he came from the wins 
> rynge 
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but whan he hearde of they: ſuccours, that we 
nde, bur choſ 


theim, be durſte not mere them on lande, 


ſhoulde be able to oꝛdeyne allthyng for their defence. Whan 


Haſdruball hadde knowlege of they: comynge, by reaſon of 


bygh towers made in dyuers places of Spayne, from whenſe 
they maie ſee farre of onthe ſea, there aroſe a great noiſe and 
feare amonge his hoſte in theyꝛ tentes . foꝛ ſuche as were on 


the land. and thought lit tell to haue bad bartaile "Pp day: he 


commaunded to make haſte to theyꝛ ſhippes, whiche they did 


obey, and hym ſelfe came haſtyly after, And whan they came 
to the water, the ſouldiours ſo troubled the ſhipmen, and the 


ſnypmenthe ſouldiouro, that none of them coulde aray them 
ſelues. and ſette in oꝛder thynges neceſfaryly for they: buſy = 


nes. Wyhyles this rumour laſted, the Romains not only were 
at hande, but alſo redy tofyghte, - The Carthaginenſes no 
moꝛe troubled with theyz enemies than with theyꝛ owiſe rus | 


mour, were ſhortly ouercome and fledde:and at the firſt cons 
flyct the Romaius toke two ſhyppes, and drowned. iiit , And 
although the Romaynes ſaw all the ſhoze occupied with men 
ofarmes, vet were they not afcrde, but folowed ther enne⸗ 
mics ſhyppes fleynge, inſo muche that of. xxx + ſayle they 
toke and diſtroyed.xxv · And with this great pray went again 
to the ſea, and landed at Tarracon, where Scipio taryed not 
long, but that his bother Þ . Scipio arriued there alſo,ſent

Man was there in Sagunt a noble ſpaniard, 
Eng called Acedux, who before that tyme had 
% \ been very faythfull tothe Larthaginenſes : 
out than (as it is the facion of many of the 
common ſort of men) whan fortune fayled, 
RAYS Þ 4 vis faith lykewyſe chaunge d. He imagined . 

BL T&y with bym ſetfe, what waie be myght beſt ata 
tayne the frendihyp of the Romains. After many ſundry (mas 
ginacions, he thought ſooneſt to bꝛynge it about, ifhe might 
finde the meanes, to delyuer them thoſe noble mens childꝛen, 
whiche were left at Saguntas pledges and ſyerties . Foꝛ by 
that meanes bethought the Romaynes my ght beſt wynne the 
hertes of the pꝛĩcis of Spain. Gut this enterpꝛiſe he thought 
be could not compaſſe, oneleſſe he myght obteyne the fauour 
of one Boſtar, who lay encamped without the citee vpon the 
ſhore of the ryuer, with a good numbre of Spaniardes, fo: 
the ſure kepinge of the citee, and to ſtoppe the Romaines the 
entre that way from the hauen, without whoſe commandment 
he knewe well the kepers of the pledges woſdenothynge do. 
Than Acedux thought with crafte to aſſay Boſtar,and went 
to the campe where he lay, deſyꝛyng ſecretely to ſpeake with 
bym : And firſt he began to ſnewe hym the daunger that the 
countrey was in, conſyderyng the ſtronge armye of the Ros 
mans, whiche was than at hande. Me ſhewed hym alſo, that 
the Spaniardes had ſo longe conti in the frendeſhyp of 
the Carthaginenſes, fot feare moꝛe than foꝛ loue. Ind all by 
cauſe the Romaine army was ſo farre from theym : but nowe 
lyns they were come ouer Jberus, it was to be feared, leſte 
they wolde all yelde them ſelues vnto Scipio , Wherfoꝛe be

¶ WhanBSoftar demanded of bym,wbat he wolde haue hym

«16 te tyme, onely to thintent his empire and 
E ule mysbte the longer continue, and that 
what coſt the citee were at, in fyndyng ſo great 
an army, ſo that he myght be at reſt with honour . Thus had 
be gotten many enemies at Rome. And toencreaſe their ma⸗ 
lice towar de hym, Anniball wꝛought a meruaylous ſubtyltee: 
be ſente a noumbꝛe of his men to ſpoyle the cunt rey. and com⸗ 
maunded them in any wyſe to do no hurt to the landes of Fa⸗ 
bius: of whiche he gate the knowlege by certay ne that mere 


fledde to hym from the Roman army. This did he, to the in⸗ 


tent it ſhutd be thought. that ſom ſecret bargayn o conſpiracy 


was made betweene hym and Fabius · Whiche crafty act of 


Anniball cauſed Fabius to be the more ſuſpect to the ſenate of 


Aome. But to take awaye that ſuſpection from hym, Fabius 


ſent his ſonne, and ſolde the grounde oꝛ fieldes, whiche were 


not violated by Anniballes ſubtiltee. Howe foꝛtuned it alſo to 


encreaſe Fabius euyll wyll at Rome, that after his departing

At the laſt he ſaied, if all were trewe, he rather feared 
their pꝛoſperous aduenture, than retoyſed therin Whiche 
ſaiyng cauſed him greatly to de hated of the citeʒens ⁊ Mar⸗ 
cus Metelluo openly rebuked Fabius therfoꝛe, ſaiynge, that 
he kept his men in theyꝛ campes, mote lyke captiues and pꝛis 
foners, than men of warre. Specially it was not to be ſuffre i 
that he beyng preſent, wold not only ſuffer nothyng tobe done 
valyantly agaynſt his enemies, but now alſo beyng abſent, held 
againſt the thing that was well done by his maiſter of hoꝛſmẽ.

Dan the company that went to the hyll, were apperceiued 
by the Romaines, to be ſo fewe in numbrectbeyſernoughtby 
theim,and 1 5 coneted to go to beyue theyr ennemies 
from that hyll. And alſo the © no leſſe foolyſhe than 
they, called his men to harneys, thretenynge his ennemyes | 
with vayne. woꝛdes. Fyiſt he ſent lyght harneyſed yong men: 
than be ſent forthe horſemen, whiche were a great company: 
laſte of all, bym ſelfe cometh with bis hole armye: And as 
Anniball ſawe occaſion, and the battayleencreaſe,he ſent euer 
of his men bothe fotemen and h , to ſuccour his peo⸗ 
ple, ſo that the battayle was furnyſſ 1 
waxed very ſtronge. The Romaines were thought to be of a 
great boldnes and courage, andſhulde haue done well, yf the 
battayle had been equally handled, they were ſo encouraged 
with they: late victo2 ye : but ſodeynly came thoſethat were 
bydde inthe caucs forthe onthem, makyng great clamour and 
rumour on theyr ſides and backes,ſo that they furpuled with 
feare, had nother hertes to fyght, not hope to flye. Than Fas - 
bins firſt hearyng the noiſe, and after the hoſt troubled 
afarre of: Foꝛtune ſaied he) bath caught they: foly, no ſoner 
than J feared it wolde: nowe he that is foyned with Fabius 
in the empire, bath found Ynniball ouerhard for hym, both in 
power and alſo in Fortune, But it is not nowe tyme(ſaied he) 
to chyde, Jwyll referrethat, tyll mote opoꝛtunitee. Than 
cauſed he his men to diſplay theyꝛ bi deyonde the valey, 
and in goodaray came foꝛwarde to thebelpe of his felowes, 
of which ſome were fled, and ſome redy to fle, ſo that they al 
thought, that he camas it were one ſent from heauen to their 
ſuccours. And befote he ſnulde come to the caſtyng o 
oꝛ to hand ſtrokes, Anniball called backe his men frome cha⸗ 
tyng any further ther PO J ann \ 
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onbothe partes, and

founde fo good to make hym weerye of Italye. Me be in our 
countrey, hauyng cities and feyghtfull felowes about vs, tedy 
to helpe vs at all tymes with hoꝛſe, harneys, vitales, and all 
other neceſſaries . Inniball on the other ſyde is ina ſtraunge 
countrey amonge his ennemies, farre from home, farre frome 
his cCountrey, he loketh for no peace by ſea noꝛ lande, he hath 
no cities to receyuc him, be bath nothing but that he ſtealeth, 
and taketh by rapine, he bath ſcarſely the thyꝛde parte of his 
hoſte lefte, that he brought ouer Iberus, mo bee deade with 
famyne than with the ſwootde . And here with peyne maie he 
feede thoſe that be lefte on lyue. Wherfoze neuer doubt, but 
in ſyttyng ſtyll. ye ſhall ouercome ſuche an armye, that dayly e 
decreaſeth in ſtrength, and can not be furn of ſuch thyns 
geo as they lacke. This is the onely waie to illude and mocke 
with your enemies. Darro deſpꝛeth battayle, and that is al⸗ 
ſo Inniballes deſyꝛe. Wherfoꝛe thou alone muſte nedes wiſe⸗ 
ly ſtay agaynſt theim bothe, and regarde not the fame and ru⸗ 
mour, that ſhall be ſpoken ofthe : Lette not the vaynegloꝛye 
of thy felowe, nozthe falſe name of thatſhall be rey ſed of the, 
moue the to the contrary. Suffer thy ſelfe to be called feares/ 

full ſiowe and vnſkylfull of the warre, Better it is to be feas! 
red of thy wyſe ennemy, than to be pꝛayſed of thy foolyſſhe 
company . Yet N wolde not. that nothyng ſnulde be done, bur 
that if thou do any thyng, do it ſobꝛely and atco:dyng to rea» 
ſon, not raſhely, truſtyng to fortune, folowe not the occaſyon 
that thy ennemy wyll geue the. And bee not ouer haſtye. For | 
baſte is blynde. and woꝛketh vnſurely. | 
C To theſe and other his wooꝛdes the conſuls anſweredlyt- 
tell, but ſaied they were mote true than eaſy to bee folowed: | 
but one thynge he wolde pꝛofeſſe, that his mynde and deſpꝛe 
ſnhulde be to haue all thynges come well to paſſe . but in caſe | 
anythyng dyd other wyſchappenthan well: he wolde rather || 
put hym ſelfe inthe daunger of his ennemies weapons, than |

Canniballalthonghehcſawe the Romaynarmy encreaſed by | 
the balfe, yet conſyderyng the newe conſulles, be was yerye 
io yfull. thynkyng that he mygbrby ſome traynebryna them 


to myſchiefe: his var les began to be ſcant, wherfoze he ſear |

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a good numbꝛe of men to gette theim coꝛne and cattell. but ag 
they roued abꝛode vpnauyſedly, rhe Romans inuaded therm. 
and lewe a. M. and. vu. C. ofrheim, with the loſſe of. © . of 


theyi men. Than wolde the Romanes haue folowed the reſte 
in the chaſe, had not Paulus the conſull commanded the con⸗ 


trary, whoſcturne was to rule the hoſte that day, Fot it was 
befoꝛe agreed betu ene theim, to gouerne ide arme, the one 


one day, and the other the next day. and ſo by tourne. Than 


were the ſouldyoure very angry towarde Paulus, ſaiynge to 


Uarrothey: capytayne, that if he bad not letted rheym, they 
had not fayled to haue bcaren Anniball frome his campe, and 
alſo oute of Italye. Anmball was not ſo ſoꝛye for the loſſe of 
bis men, as he was gladde, that the Aomaynes were in ſuche 
delyte and iore of the yꝛ ſmalle pycrozye. Wherfore be eſte: 
med the angry coniul to be rea to take any dart that be wold 


taye for him.

Wan Anniball perceyued bis diuyſe to bee knowen, be res | 
rourned agayne to his tentes, where he taryed buts hone. 
pace foꝛ lacke of vyyrailes and foꝛ barexnnes of rhe countrey. 
YOberfotc be retourned towarde the countre of Napice, a. 
moꝛe warme and plentifall cuntrey;pytchyng his campe rere 
vnto Cannas · Ynpytchrnge of whiche his campe, be wyſely 
conſydered the wyndeto be in the noꝛthe caſt, that naturally 
in dꝛye grounde derueth the pov der and duſte into the ay2e, 
makyng it troublous darke and cloudy . Mherfoꝛe be ſo ins 
camped-bym ſelfe. that his backe was towarde the wyrce, 
to the intent w han be houlde haue to doo with his ennemics, 
the duſte Moulde blynde theyꝛ eyes, ſo thatther ſhoulde bee 
muche hyndered therby. The conſulles folowyng the Lars 
— comme to Cannas: _ nar rope 
perceyued theyꝛ enemyes in era ſyoht, they py ther: 
campes, euery Conſull by hym ſelfe, and dyuyded they: are 

myes to euery conſull his parte. There was a ryuer called 

Eufidus, rennyng beſyde bothe their Campes at the whiche 

botbe the hoſtes, not without fygbtynge and ſyimyſſhyrg 

as they badde tyme and ſpace watered theyi hoꝛſes and cat-. 

tall. Anniball lxkynge the place welle for the hoꝛſememe to 

frgbre in, wherein reſted hio moſte truſt and chicfe ſtrength, 

thought to pꝛouoke the conſulles to batrayle, and to ſtyzre, 
theymthereto, be came towarde theym in good arrare, and 
cauſedthe horſemenne to rounne to and fro almoſte to the 
tcntes ofthe Romaynes, byddynge thermbaſe. By reaſon 
whereof, there aroſe greatte 4 Age amonge the Ros. 
mayne hoſte, andthe Conſulles alſo. For Paulus, not min: 

dyng to fygbt wuh them stthey: pleaſures, dyd wiſely obs 

iecre vnto Aarro, the foolyſſhe hardyneſſe and lacke of dif- 

crecion of Sempꝛiontus and Flamminius. Varro contrary 

wyſe layde vnto hym the exaumple of Fabius, whome be 

reckened amonge the fearefull and ſlowe Capytaynes, pꝛo⸗ 

feſſyng to the goddes , and alſo to menne, that it ought not 

to be layde vnto his charge, Ff Anniballhoulde take Jta⸗ 

Ive, and holde it as his owne: Seynge that he. and alſo 

bis ſouldyours, beynge moſte deſyꝛous to fygbte, were 

withholden therefrome by bis felowe Paulus tykewile , 

profeſſed, yfany euyll dyd n to theim and to they ſoul⸗ 

dyours, tyac ge woldbe cleere and umocent of the treipaſſe, 
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ſeynge that he truſted.that ſuche as were ſo with ther: 
tongues, ſhuld fynde as hardy alſo with they: handes in bats 
tale. And whiles they the tyme in contencion and de⸗ 
bate, Anniball ſent a certayn ofthe Rumidians to aſſayle the 
Romaine hoſt, that were wateryng they: cattell on the other 
ſyde ofthe ryuer, on whiche ſyde certayne of the Romaynes 
lay alſo encamped in ſmallcampes: whomeat the fyrſte they 
dꝛoue awaie, and cauſed theim to flee, purſuyng them euen to 
they: tentes, wherwiththe Romains were greatly diſpleſed, 
ſo that they wolde incontinent haue paſſed the ryuer to geue 
battayle, had it not chaunced; that day Paulus to be rular of 
the army, who commaunded the contrary. 

C Darro the next daie, whan bis turne came to rule, without 
the ca ſel of his felow, paſt the ryuer with his army, e Pau⸗ 
lus folowed . Fort although he dyd not alow his felowes intẽt 
and purpoſe: yet he thought to helpe hym the beſte that he 
myght. Than ſette they theyꝛ battayles in oꝛdꝛe after this 

manner. On the ryght wynge, whiche was towarde the waz 
ter ſyde, they ſette the Roman horſemen, andafterwardethe 
footemen: and onthelefte hande they ſette the ſtrange hozſes 
men, that came to they: ſuccours,and than alſo the footemen 
ſtraungers: In the myddell they ſette thꝛowers and archers 
ioyned to the Romayne legions . And the fyꝛſte battell was 
oꝛdeyned ofthe reſidue of ſtraungers that had on lyght bars 
neys and nymble. The two wynges the conſulles gouerned 
them ſelues, the lefte wynge was committed to Terentius, 
the ryght wynge to Paulus, andthe myddell warde to C. 
Seruilins. N | N 
¶ Anniball no leſſe buſy than they, the nexte moꝛnynge folo⸗ 
wyng. with his lyght harneiſed people, paſſed ouer the ryuer: 
and than the other of his hoſte folowed : but euer as they 
were com ouer the water, he put thẽ in good aray. The frẽche 
hoꝛſemenand Spanyardes were ſette nyghe the banke on the 
left hande, agaynſte the Romaine horſemen, and the myddell 
warde was of the footemen , The Affricanes, in whome was 
his greatteſt truſte, were aſſigned to be on bothe ſydes of the 
Frenchemen and Spanyardes, to kepe them in. Theſe Affri- 
canes for the moſte part, were thought to be of rhe Romaine 
hoſte, decauſe — i lege that they had on, whichethey 
vefoꝛe had taken of the Romans both at Trebia and at Trgs 
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cies of the Romano, | 
with great rumour the fozewardes beganne the battels : And 
than the lefte wynge of the Frenchemen and Spanyardes 
mette, and encountred the ryght wyng ofthe Romaines, not 
after the maner of the battayle of men of armes on hoꝛſdacke, 
becauſe they lacked roume and ſpace, they were ſo encloſed 
on botve vpon the one ſyde with the ryuer, and on the 
other the footemen letted ſo that they coulde none o. 
therwyſe do, but runne ſtreyght one vpon an other, and lyke 
wꝛaſtlynge on hoꝛſebache one tugge with an other , and with 
force dzawe one an other of they: horſebackes, fo that in a 
whyle it was mote lyke 8 battayle of footemen than of hoꝛſe⸗ 
men · This conflyct was vehement, but it endured not long: 
The Romains being put to the woꝛſe, incontinent left the bas 
tayle and fiedde. Mhan the horſemen had done, the footemen 
be ganne the batayle, which endured very long. The French⸗ 
men and Spanyardes were longe of lyke courage . the Ros 
mans toke great peyne in breakyng the myddell front of their 
ememies, whiche they apperceyued to be moſte thynne and 


weake,whiche whantbey bad brought to paſſe, and whi thoſe 


that kept the foꝛewarde with force, were put to viterannce, 
and were fledde to the Affricans, than folowedthe Romanes 
without reſiſtence for a ſeaſon, tyll at te laſt they were come 
betwene the two wynges ofthe Affricanes vnto the Frenche 
men and Spanyardes. Thus the Romaynes without oꝛdꝛe 
and ynwyſely ruſhed into the pꝛeſſe. Than the Aﬀricans ex⸗ 
tended and they:

haue fought in the battayie, they fledde to they: campe, and 


whan they ſMhuld haue defended theyꝛ campe, thei nother pꝛo⸗ 


fitable in the battaile noꝛ in their tentes, yelded vp campe and ; 


all. Shuld ſuche a ſoꝛte be redemed: I thynkethem (Fathers 
cõſcript) no more worthy to be redemed, than J thynke them 
- worthy to be yelded to Anniball, whiche eſcaped frome theyz 
tentes thꝛough the myddell of theyz ennemies: And though 
they: great hardines reſtoꝛed them ſelues to theyꝛ countrey. 


Whan Manlius had fynyſhed his oꝛacion, although many ot 


theym were of the kynrede and alyance to the ſenatours, yet 
the anſwere was geuen them, that they ſhuld not be redemed, 


And that foꝛ two cauſes, the one was foꝛ the olde exaumple 


of the citee, that had euer lyttell fauoured the redempcion of 
captiue pzyſoners. An other was, the greatte ſomme of mos 
ney that muſte be payde fot theim. wherof theyꝛ treaſure had 
ben befoze made bare with manyfolde charges of warre . And 
alſo they were loth that Aumball, than beyng nedy of money. 
Hulde with they: ſubſtance be ſo greatly enryched.Than bez 
ganne a newe mournyng for the loſſe of the cytezens « They 
folowed the legates with great weepynge and ſoꝛowe to the 
gates. One ofthoſe tenne Romayne meſfangers, that were 
ſent from Jnniball, after that bis company departed towarde 
ome,feigned that he had lefte ſome thynge bebynde bym, 
and fo returned to his tentes, and in the nyght ouertoke his 
company, by whithe fraudulent retourne, thynkyng hym ſelfe 
quytte and diſcharged of his othe, wente home to his owne 
houſe, and there remayned ſtyl, not returnynge to Inniball: 
but u han his pntruth was knowen, he was taken ꝛ ſent to the 


tentes ofthe Carthaginenſes, to do with hym theyz pleaſure, 
owe P acuuins By crafte became chᷣiefe rufer of Capua, and 
of the peldyng of that citee to Anni alt. Cap · xxx . 
Nniball after the battayle at Cannas, with as great 
A ſpede as he myght, went from Rpuliato Sammu, and 
to Coſſa, and ſo to Naples, but the ſtrengthe of that 
towne made hym afrayde to geue aſſaut therto. Wherfote he 
went from thenſe, and came to Capua, * a9 DS 
vl.

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called tgecommon people togetger, andſated ; Mr frendes, 


. The wanes bet ·weene the 
ſhe j in pleaſure and abundance by long felicitee ⁊ fauoꝛ of fors 


tune. Than was there in Capua one Pacuuius,an-»ble m3, fas 
uing that he gat not his goodes and riches by honeſt meane3, 


This Picuuius bare gret office in the city the ſame yere that 


the Romans loſt the bataileat Craſimenuo: And nowe thyn⸗ 


kyng to makeadiſco:d betwene the ſenate andthe comon peo 


ple, wholong had vſed great licence and liberty without rea⸗ 


ſon,andtherby to encreaſe bot his auctoꝛitee and ſubſtice,de 
uiſed a great and perillous enterpriſe, which was, that fo lone 
as Anniball ſnuld come thither with his army. be wolde cauſe 
the, co mmons to ſlea the Senatours : After whole death, he 
myght at his pleaſure yelde the citee to the Carthaginenſes. 


Pet at the laſt he conſydered, that better it were for hym to 


rule and gouern a cõmon welth floꝛiſt ing in all thynges, than 
to rule a citee, that were viterly ſubuerted and diſtroied e whi⸗ 
che he accomptedto be, yf the noble men and ancient counſels 


lers therof were lain) he than imagined a waie, that he might 


both ſaue the ſenate and counſel of the citee,and make the coil 


ſell of the ſame, to thinke them ſclues bound to him and to the 


commune people. Whervponhecalleda counſaple, wherein 
beſhewed the ſenatours, that to receiue the Larthaginenſes, 


and to leaue the Romans frendſhip. dyd nothyng pleaſe hym, 


conſyderynge that he had maryed Appius Claudius doughs 
ter, and alſo that Liuius badde maryed one of his dough⸗ 
ters: ſauynge that neceſſitee dydde requyze it, becauſe there 
was other matters in hande mache moꝛe tobe doubted, whiz 


che was, that the commune people were pourpoſed fyꝛſte 


to ſlea theym all that were of the Senate howſe, and after 


5 to yeide vp the citee to Anmball . Heuer the leſſe he ſaied, 


he wolde vndertake that he woulde ſaue therm frome daun⸗ 
ger, yfthey woulde committe theym ſelues wholly to hym: 
wherewith he made theym greatte aſſurance by othes. Whan 
they all, beyng ouercome with feare, had conſented to bym, 
w yll hut you faith he) into the ſenate houſe, as thoughe 7 
were of the cõmons counſell, and dyd alowe they: dedes and 


purpoſe: but after I ſnal.fynde awaye to conſerue and ſaue 
. you. Wzanthey were agreed to the ſame, he encloſed them 


in the counſayle houſe ſo that none could come totheim, no: 
they gette furt de, vnleſſe it were by his licence. And than he 


nowe 
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to luſt t pleſure, not only by the noughtines of their wmrudes, 


Romaynes and the Corthoginenſes, ol qo 


nowe haue you power ouer the deteſtable and wycked ſena: 


tours, whoſe death ye haue ſo longe deſyzed, and that ve haue 
no we without ſtroke ſtrykyng. For beholde, J baue theim 
encloſed in yonder houſe aboue vnarmed: And what ſentẽce 
re wyll geue oftheym, oꝛ any oftheym, that ſhalltbcy ſuffer, 
accoꝛdyng to ther: deſertes. But before allthynges, I wolce 


you ſhulde haue reſpecte to your helih end pꝛofute, di foꝛc the 


execucion of your wꝛath. For ſenateurs Ham ſure, ye withare 
to gouerne the citee, C herfoꝛe nowe haue we twothinges to 
be done together, that io, to put downe the old ſenatours, and 
than to choſe newe. J wyll wel, that you ſhallindge whatpus 
niſt ement the olde ſhall haue: but firſt you ſhall e huſe a ne e 
valiant wiſe ſenatoꝛ in euery of their placco. Thi ſet he dowre 
and cauſed their names to be put together in wꝛitig into a pot 

and as theyꝛ names were ſeue rally dꝛau en forth of the pot. he 
cauſed them to be called in oꝛder, and he that was fyꝛſt named, 

be cauſed tote fetched out of the ſenate houſe, wherein they 

were incloſed. And whan the cõmous herd bis name, they all 


cried,that he was wicked, e worthy of puniſhment, Than ſaid 


Pacuuius, here well what you ſaie, lette him be caſt out foz 


nought, 7 an other choſen in bis place. Than were they at the 


firſt put to ſilence, becauſe they wanted a better to be choſen 
in bis place. And whan any man wolde take vpon hym to name 


any other man: there wold ariſe a greatter rumoꝛ and noiſe at 


bis naming.Some ſaiyng, they knew him not, and ſome repꝛe⸗ 
hending bis birthe,ſome his maners, ſome the vilenes of his 
craft and liuing. with ſuch other like obiections: ⁊ much moꝛe 
the noiſe was foꝛ choſyng of the ſecondand thu d:ſo that they 


all agreed, that it was rather better for them to ſuffer the old 


nougbty ſenatours to remain, which they knewe, than to haue 
ſuch new, as were worſe and vnknowẽ. ſo that they comanded 


to let the old ſenatours go free, and vie their roomes . After 


this maner Pacuuius gat the rule of the cõmon welthe pea: 
ſibly, makynge the ſenatoꝛe muche moꝛe bounde to him for ſa? 
uyng they: lyues, than to the commons of the citee. And by 
this meane by al mens conſent he had the hole governance of 


the citee. Of this cam the loſſe of the dignitee to the ſenatoꝛs, 


foꝛgetting their uberte, doing nothing in the cũſel hous with 
out the cõmons aduiſe. The citee was alwais pore 2 gruen

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I he warres betweene the ; 


but alſo the abundaunce of pleaſures, ryches, and other de 


lyres, and of all fruitefulnesbothe on ſeg and lande, and wa: 
red wanton through the flattery of prynces, and ouermuche 
libertce of the people, folowyng they: pleaſures and luſte be⸗ 
yondeall meaſure, ſo that they diſpiſed both the ſenate and o⸗ 
ther magiſtrates, and alſo all rule and lawe . And than after 


the battayle of Cannas, they that had alyttellſhamcfaſteneſſc 


defoꝛe, were not aſhamed to diſpiſe the empyꝛe of Rome. and 
in ſhoꝛt tyme after, they conſented to yeld vp the citee to An⸗ 
niball, and to leaue the amitee of the Romans: yet befoꝛe they 
wolde ſende theyi legates to Anniball, they ſent meſſangers 


to Rome, to deſyꝛe that one of theyꝛ citee mygbt be euer one 


of the conſuls at Rome, yf they wolde that par onde belpe 
e 


them intheyꝛ buſines . Wberypon there aroſe great indigna⸗ 


5 cion and angre, fot that they that were befote in amitee and aa 


ſubiectes, ſhulde requyꝛe ſuche equalitee of honour with the 


_ Romans. Wherfoꝛe they commanded, that ehe legates ſhuld 


be bzought out of the ſenate houſe, and further they ſente an 
officer, who ſhoulde conucye theym oute of the citee, and to 
chargethem to departe oute of the lymyttes and boundes of 
Rome. The ſame legates incontinent vppon they: retourne 
bome, were ſent to Anniball, whoreceyuedthem, and grans 
ted them allthe condicions of peace, accoꝛdynge to they: aſs 


 kyng, ſothat no ruler oꝛ magiſtrate of Carthage ſhulde here⸗ 


after clayme rule oz domimon ouer any citizen of Capua, nos 
ther ſhulde any of theim be enfoꝛſed to go in the warres, but 
at his owne pleaſure. Agayne, that they myghte keepe ſtyll 

tbey: owne lawes, with they: rulers and magiſtrates. Amon: 
geſt whiche requeſtes, they deſyꝛed.iii. C. Romane captyues 
to be delyuered vnto them, whicheſhulde be chaunged foꝛ o⸗ 
ther. lit. C. of they: borſmenne, that kept warre in Sicilia, 
whiche was not denyed theym. To this agreement, Decius 
Magius.a man of great auctoꝛitect ſauyng that the commons 
were not agreablecobym) dyd vtterly withſtande : fyꝛſt wil⸗ 
Iynge that no legacy ſhulde be ſent tc Anniball . And as ſoone 
as he hearde, that the agreement was made, and that Anni⸗ 
ball wolde ſende his men of armes to Capua. be ſewed them 
for an example, the pzoude reygnyng of Þy:rhus : and the 
myſerable ſeruitude of the Tarentines, criyng alowde, that if 


eder wolde herehym, Anniballes army ſnulde in no wyſe be

wyues to meete hym. And whan be was comynge, and 
all the citee went ta me te hym, only Decius, with his ſonne, 


ked openly and ſtubburnely inthe market place. s ſoone as 


his angre to do cruell execucion of his 
J. npegnins whs eso —— 
nothing as dap;but be mery and celebrate in the 
wothyp of his comynge. To whoſe requeſt (althoughe be 
was of a ſodayne inclinacion to math and angre) he was cons 
| formable: and ſpent that day in vewyng the cite. 

¶ Pacuuiua Calauias. of whome we ſpake before, who was 
chiefe of the citee, and chiefe cauſer of the reldynge thereof 
to the Carthaginenſes, bought his ſonne, being a pong man, 
thyther, whom be toke from the company of Decius, with 
whom the yong man ſtoode fir mely agaynſte the bandes and 
frendhyp made with the Carthaginenſes :nother coulde the 
citezens, beyng en to that parte, nother the auctoꝛitee 
of his father, moue the yonge man to the ſame : : pnto whome 
—ͤ— rag great interceſſion, made ulgood loꝛde 
and frende. Anniball beyng ouercome and appeaſed with the 
requeſt of his facher, cauſedthe yonge man, with his father. 
to be ſent foꝛ to ſupper : at which ſupper there was none of 
1 — pn bhouſe and one 


llius Taurea, anoble warriour. er was begun 
before the nyght, the feaſt was — and not after the 
maner of fare in warre tyme · This yong man, nother by the 
pꝛouocacion of the rulars, noꝛ by the chering of Annibal bym 
ſelfe, coulde be perſwaded to be mery, but be hewed his fa⸗ 
ther, that he was diſeaſed, and that his mynde was ſoꝛe trou⸗

the feaſtynge chaumbre before the ſonne was ſette : whome 
dio ſonne folowed . And whanrtbey came to a gardeyn. at the 
ende of the houſe, whiche was ſecrete: Sather (faith be) Y 
baue deuiſed now e a way, wherby we ſhalt not only purchaſe 
pardon of the Rome ineo, forthat we haue foiſaken them 
and choſen Unmball to be our gouernour, but we ſhallſtande 
nowe from hente foꝛth in muche more dignitee and grace with 
them, than euer we were before. whon his father (meruav⸗ 
tyng wer it mygbtbe} had inquired of hym that diuiſe : be 
caſte his gowne from bym.and ſhewed his fide beynge gyite 
with a ſwore : Nowe wy ll Þ (faied he) eſtabiy ſihe and fans 
ctifye the bandes betwyxt the Romaynes and vs, with rhe 
bloudde of fAnnibell : Of this counſayie father, gᷓ thought 
to make the pnuye before, for becauſe J knewe not, whether 
thou haddeſt rather be preſent, whyles the deede were doo. 
 ynge or not. Whichediuyſe whanthe olde man hear de (as 
thoughe he hadde be prefenre at the doynge of that whiche 
was ipoken) with greatte feare he beganne to exHorre and 
perſwade his ſonne to the contrary : latyng fyiſte the greate 
othe and pzpmyſe made ro Qnnipall by all the whole citee: 
and alſo ſnnewynge the daunger of the acte to de ſuche, that 
be coulde neuer eſcape alyue. beyunge thy Father (ated 
be) haue wonne Enmball to be thy good loꝛde, and ſhall not 
9 wynne my ſonne to be frende to Ammdall ? And after that 
be badde with l E great interc eſſion 
ouercomme hie ſonne, and diſwaded bym frome his enters 
priſe : the yonge man ſaied theſe wootdes : Scountrere, 
receyuethou this froorde, with whiche J deynge armed, 
ode haue defcndedthis cuce and caſteil, fparyng nothyng 
noꝛ fearynge myne owne death; but onely beynge overcome 
with my fathers perſwaſyons. And whan be hadde fo fared, 
be caſte his ſworde into the playne ouer the gar derne walie, 
and than becauſe he ſhulde not be ſuſpecte, de wente agayne

¶ Type next day the fenate was Holden, inthe whiche dA nni⸗ 
bals firſt otacion was very gentyll, geuyng thankes vnto the 
cifezens,fozthar they pꝛeferred his amitie and frendſhip bes 
toꝛe the Romenes : and among other bygb promiſes, he pꝛo⸗ 
myicd tbeym that Capueſhuldeinſhorre ſpace be the heade 
of all tame: And that the Romaynes, with other * of 
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Italy, ſnoulde ſeke vnto Capua for they: ryghte andlawes 
but he lated, thatrhere was amonge theym one named aHas 

| agreable pmo the amy= _ 
tee betweene the Larthaginenſes and theim of Cap ua: who 
(be ſaied) was no citezen, noꝛ ought to be fo called noꝛ repus 
ted. Mherfoꝛe he requyꝛed, that be myghte be yelded vn⸗ 
to hym, and that alſo in bis preſence his cauſe mygbt be des 
dated vefore therm of the counſayle.

gina Decius. who was nothynge 


euery man grauatcd, althougbe ſo nme thoughte be was 
a man mache vawooꝛthy to ſuſtayne ſuche myſerye, and that 
they libertee beganne to mynyſhe not a littell in the begin⸗ 
nynge . The ſenate was holden in tde temple . agius was 
commaundedtoberaken,and bꝛought to ſhcwe his mattier, 


and he auone denyedit to be lawefuil for theym,to bꝛeake the 


truce taken with the Romaynes 2: Wherefore he was coms 
maunded to be bounde with chaynes, and ledde to the campe 
cfthe Larthaginenſes. In this leadynge thyther. as lot 

as his face was not couered.he wente criynge to all therm 
whiche were gathered together to ſee hym : Nlowe haue 
yee, men of Capua, your libertee, whiche you deſyꝛed: Jn 
the market place, and in the daye lyghre, and in the preſence 


of you all, I beyag chiefe and moſte auncient of Capua, bes 
nge 


bounde, am dꝛawen to deathe. What coulde haue bene 
doone moꝛe cruell and riolente, yf Capua bad be taken: whan 
be coulde not be ſtayed, but continued criynge after this mas 
ner, becauſe the common people were thought to bee moued 
with bis woꝛdes, bis face and head was couered, and he was 
ledde quy out ofthe gates into the tentes of Anniball, 
and from thenſe in haſte ſente towarde Carthage by ſhyppe, 
leſte there ſhoulde be anye ſedicion moued for the lame a- 
monge the Cytezens : but in ſaylynge thyther, the ſhrppe 
was dryuen by tempeſte to Cytenas, where Magius fledde 
to the pycture of Þtholomeusthe kynge foꝛ his ſauegarde. 
Woerevppon he was broughte by the kepars of the rowne 
to Hlerand:ia, before Ptoiomeus . And whan be badde 
declared vnto « nge, that Anuball hadde ſente hym 
bounde, contrary Nvnto the league and bandes of the truce 
taken with the Cyteʒ ens of Capua: he was delyuered from 
his bandee, and had de libertee to goe whyther be woulde 
to Rome, oꝛ to Lapua, To the r be nen,, 
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| The wares betweene e 
that Capua was nota place very ſafe foꝛ hym : and he ſaled, 


that Rome, whples there was warre betweene the men of 


Capua and it. was rather an habitacion of vacabundes than 
frendes and olde gueſtes. Wherfoze he ſaied, be 

de ſyꝛe to liue in any place, as in his kingdome, by whom 
be was reſtoꝛed to his libertee,

the common welthe of the citee, and the ſyxte mayſter of the 


 borſemen. Me ſaied alſo, that he had ouercome . vi. conſulles 
hoſtes: ſo that there was ſlayne by hym . ti « C. . and aboue 
fiſty. M. taken.and alſo he had ſlayn. it . of the foure conſuls, 
and the th yꝛde was ſore wounded: and the fourth hauing loſt 
all his hoſt, fledde ſcarcely with. l.men. And that the maiſter 
of the horſemen was ouercome and put to flyght: ſo that the 
Dictator, whiche at no tyme durſte come to bataile, remained 
only their head and capitayne. Furthermoꝛe, that divers plas 
ces in Italy were tournedto Inniball, as the Bꝛucians, the 
Apulians, part of the Samnites, and the L s. In ſo mus 
che as Capua, whiche was not onely the head of Campania, 
but alſo of all Italy, euer ſens the Romaynee were ſo ouers 
thꝛowen at Lannas, had yelded theym ſelues to Anniball. 
And fot the moꝛe credencc of theſe ſo ioyfull newes, he caus 
ſed rynges of gold to be powꝛed befote the ſenatours, which 
of many men were repoꝛted to be to the quantitee of thꝛe buſ⸗ 
ſhels, and a halfe: but moſte authors wayte (and that ſemeti

There 
is nothynge moꝛe eaſye ( ſaied Hanno) to be knowen, Bydde 
the Romaynes ſende any legates to Unniball foz peace : 02 
whether badde ye any knowledge, that the Romaynes made 
any mencion of peace at Rome? Whanne be alſo badde des 
nyed that. Than haue we (ſaiedbhe) as greatte warre euen 
nowe in hande, as we hadde the fyiſte daye that Anniball ens 
tred into Yralye , There be many of vs alyue, that dooe re- 
memdbꝛe yet, bowe varyable the vyctotye was in the fy:ſte 
warres that were betwyxt Carthage and Rome.

tour of was ſente into Sparne, with Wogo, to 
byte twenty footemen, and foure thouſande hoꝛſ⸗ 
men, whiche ſhulde fournyſhe agayne the armyes bothe in 
Spayne, and alſo un ftaly . But theſe thinges were foꝛſio wed 
ond done by ley fare, as commonly u happeth in pꝛoſperuce. 
But beſyde the naturalt induſtry of tbe Romaynes. Fortune 
alſo wrougbt muc de for them: for they hapned that yere vps 
pon a Conſull. that ſougbt ail meanes poſſible, to further all 
fache thynges as ſhulde he thought nece ſſary to be bꝛought 
to paſſe by hym. And Marcus Yumus, beyng Dicratour, bes 
tydes the Legions, whiche were appoyncted befcze , and 
the bondemenne ol the £xree, with other ſuccours fuche 
es he coulde gather together of dyuerſe countreycs ac io:

ceria, whiche at laſt, vſynge many wayes, he cauſed tem by 

fam yne to yelde. Marcellus wao by that tyme in the towne 

of Nola, and was no ſurer of his owne ſouldy ours than he 
was ofthe pꝛynces of Rola: but he feared the commons,and 
aboue all other he deadde a yonge man, very bardye, and of a 
noble lygnage, whoſe name was Lucius Bantius, who was 
muche deſirous to yelde the towne to Anniball . foꝛ beynnge 
founde amonge a heape of deade bodies and ſore wounded in 

the battayle at Lannas, Unniballcauſed hym to be healed;and 
ſent home with large gyftes : for whiche gentil dede, he wold 
fayne that Nolaſhuld be yelded to Anniball. Marcellus per- 


cerued this Bantius to betroubled in his mynde with ſuche 


ſtudy, ſo that be muſt exther with punyſhement be refrained, 
oꝛ els by benefit reconciled: he ſent for hym, and ſo beninglye 
with woordes,ptomrſes, and gyftes entertayned bym, that 
there was none in thecitee ſo ſure after to te Romans as be. 
C Whan Unniball was come from Nuceria (which he of late 
had taken) befote the gates of Nola, Marcellus was entred 
the citee,not to kepe his campe abꝛode , but leſt his 
tariynge without bean occaſion ofbetraiyng and yel⸗ 
drug vp the citee . Chan began ſmall ſkyzmyſhyng berweene 
abe cites and the Carthaginenſes:at whiche tyme the princes 


ſecrete metynges and communicacion in the ny gte, with the 
Carchaginenſes: inthe whiche it was purpoſed, that wan 
the Womans were gone out to fyght,they woulde take they: 
ſtaffe andcariage,andſhutte the gates: and ſo whantbey had 
gotten bothe they: ſtuffe and goodes,they wolde receyue tge 
Larthagi into the town in ſtede ofthe Romans, HH 
they had ſhewed theſe conſpiracies to Marcellus. he praifed | 
ther: fidelitee greatly, andthought to aſſaye what bemyght 
doby battaile, before any ſuche trouble ſhoulde be withinthe 
citee-Firſt he oꝛdered his boſte beyng diuided in thꝛe partes, | 
at the A. gates, whiche opened agaynſte his ennemyes.. b 
commaunded the ſtuffe and baggage 3 a pꝛety ſpace | 
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after. And at the middel gate he ſet the ſtrgth of the Roman 
legions, the newe ſouldiours and other that cam to their ſuc: 
cours, he ſette at the two other gates, ſtrayghtly commaun⸗ 
dyng. that the Nolans innowyſeſhulde come onthe walles, 
noꝛ nere the gates. He lent allo certayn ſouldiours to awaite 


on tte cariage and ſtuffe, leſt whan they were buſy in battaile, 


the Rolanes myghte ſpoyle and takeit. Whan all thynges 
were thus put in good oꝛder, they ſtoode ſtyll within the wal⸗ 
les, without makyng any ſnewe. 


C Anniball ſtanding in aray in the fieldes a longe ſpace, as he 
was wont, meruailed that he fawe nother the boſte come to 
the fieldes, noꝛ no man armed on the walles: Than be ſuppos 


_ fed, that they: counſayle was knowen, and that foꝛ feare the 


cõmons of the towne were conſtrayncd to foꝛſake their p:os | 


myſe. Wherfoꝛe be ſent part of the ſouldiours to the tentes 
to fetche oꝛdynaunce and all thynges neceſſary to aſſault the 
 walles; thynkyng that if he went on them, whiles they abode 
in this ſtay, that the common people of the citee wolde make 
ſome rumour on the walles. Incontinent whyles euery man 
as the commandement was,ran to bis buſines, touchynge the 
aſſault, and the hoſte wente tothe wales: the gates were ſo⸗ 
deinly opened. Marcellus cõmanded to ſpꝛede the baners, 
and the trumpettes to blowe, ana the footemen firſt, and af- 
ter the hoꝛſemen to renne onthey2 ennemies. Some authors 
ſaye, that there were ſlayne at that ſnirmyſſhe . ii. . ui. . 
{Larthaginenſes, ⁊ but one man of the Romans: whether the 
pictory w ere ſo great, oꝛ whether it were leſſe, the acte was 
great, and the conducte noble. Anniball hauynge no hope of 


bopteynyng the towne, went than to Acerras, and Marcellus 


ſtreyght cauſed the gates of Nola to bee ſhutte, leſte any man 
Muldepaſſe furthe: and made anon ſtray ght and dilygent ex⸗ 
aminacion, who they were, that woulde haue betrayed the 
towne. He beheaded.lxxx.of them.and cauſed their goodes 
to be diſtributed amonge the commons. 4nd after he had 
committed the charge of kepynge of the towne to the ſenate, 

he remoued with his hole hoſte beyonde Sueſſala. 
CT Unniball, after he hadde wonne Acerras, came to Caſſi⸗ 
linum, where they ſo valy antlye defended therm ſelfeo, that 
Anniball, be ynge halfe aſhamed, left the ſiege, and wente to 
wynter at Lapua. And there he kepte his hoſte in W 
| | 02 
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Romaynes and the Carthoginenſes 46 
forthemoſt part of che wynter, who of long tyme before had 


before be ouercome with any kynde of miſery oꝛ peyne; were 


wholly dꝛowned, ſo gredy they were thereof, after they2 ac= 
cuſtomed peynes. Thus toke they all they: delite in fiepe and 
wyne, in bankettes. hauntynge of harlottes and bathes, with 
daylye reſte and ydelnes, whiche delycate facion withdrewe 
vothe theyꝛ courage, and alſo they: ſtrength frome theyꝛ bo⸗ 
dies and myndes: ſo that after warde theyꝛ iope comfort and 
ſtrength was mote by remembꝛance of the victoꝛieo, whiche

ſo muche that to lette bis ſouldiours thus folow they: luſtes, 
was thought amonge expert warriours a greater hynderance 
vnto bym, than that he did not lead bis boſt to Rome ſtreight 
after the battayle of Cannas. Fo: that tariyng and doubtyng 
was thought but only a pꝛolongyng of the victoꝛye, but this 
faute made theym vnable afterwarde to ouercome. So that 
whan he remoued from Capua after the winter, it ſemed that 
he ledde furthe a ſtraifhge army, other than be brought thy⸗ 
ther, they obſerued none of theyꝛ accuſtomed ſoꝛte of warre, 
ſomme retourned to theyꝛ harlottes: many other, as ſoone 
86 they beganne to feele peyne, trauayle, and hardeneſſe of 
warre. and that they were fayne to bee couered with ſxyn⸗ 
nes, they were ſo werye. and the warre ſemed to theim ſo te⸗ 


hardyneſſe of mynde. whiche they hadde before. A greatte 

parte of the hoſte without theyꝛ wages, ſtole from ther ca- 

pytaynes, nother hadde they any other denne oneceptacle

| Thedicratour in this ſeaſon was gone to Rome,to ſercheby 


diuinacions the fortune that ſhulde happen. Titus Sempꝛo⸗ 
nius was left as ruler of the army. zHercellus being at Nola 
wolde haue ſuccoured them of Caſſilinum, ſaue that the cites | 
gens of Nola wolde in no caſe ſuffer bymto go frome therm. 
fcarynge leſte after his departure, the inbabitantes of Capua 
woulde haue inuaded therm. The ryuer alſo of Wnlturnus 
was ryſen ſo byghe, that he coulde not wellpaſſe ouer, but in 
great ieopardy. Gracchus was lefte withacertayne men of 

warre, to lye about Caſſilinum, who moued not, noꝛ brought 
them any ſuccour, becauſe he hadde in commaundement of the 
dictatour, that he ſhoulde moue no battayle in his abſence:xet 


hearde he ſuche newes from Caſſilinum, whiche wonlde haue 


moued a man to haue bꝛoken his commaundement. For it was 
ſnewed hym. that ſome beynge not able to ſuſteyne the great 
hungre and famine, without adutſament, deſtroied them ſelfes: 


: Und ſome deſyꝛyng the death, wold ſtand on the walles with⸗ 
but armour, to the intent they myght be ſlayn with the ſhotte 


of theyꝛ ennemied . Sracchus ſeyng that he durſte not heipe 
theim by battaile, becauſe of the contrarycommaundement of 


his dictatour, Und there was no remedy to bꝛynge theim ſus 


ſrynance, for that in no caſe coulde be done without battayle, 
Chan be gathered in the fieldes as many kyndes of come as 
he could, and therwith fylled a great numbꝛe of veſſels oꝛ ba⸗ 
relles, and ſent a meſſanger to the rulars of thecitee; certify» 
eng them, that he wolde the next ny ght ſende the veſſels with 
grayne downe the water, warning them to be redy to receiue 
theymar thecomyng ofthe tyde.Thenyght folowynge, eue⸗ 
ry man went tothe ryuer totary the comyng ofthe graine, ac⸗ 
coꝛdyng tothe pꝛomyſe of Gracchus, at the laſte they wygbe 
ſee the taunnes come ſwymmynge downe the myddell of the 


. ſtrcame, whiche they receyued gladly and deuyded it equally 


among them.Thus they contynnedby the ſpace of. iii. 02.1iti, 
nyghtes, ſo longe they diſceyned the watchemen of theyꝛ en⸗ 


nemies:dut at the laſte the water aroſc muche bygber than it 


was wont, by the reaſon of a continuall rayne that fell, ſo that 
the ſtreame was moꝛe ſwyft than it was wont to be, whereby

from thens, the Romans ſhulde take it agayn, The ſenate of 
Rome appoynted double ſtypende to the ſouldiours of Pꝛe⸗ 
neſte, and alſo gaue them fiue y eres licence, to be abſent from 
the warres, foꝛ therꝛ great fidelitee · Chan were the Romans 
duſy in choſyng newe ſouldiours, to ſupply they: places that 
were ſlayne in the battaile befoꝛe.

And whan 
he heardeſ that Hanno had pitched bis tentes.,tu. miles from 
the towne, at a water called Caloꝛ, and waſted the countrey, 
be wentt hym ſelfe out of the towne, andpytched his tentes 
a myle from his ennemy, and there he had an aſſemble of ſoul; 
_ cours, whercof the moſte part were of bondemen, that had 
bene in the warre the yere before, Theſe bondemen thought 
by they: deſertes to be made free, befoꝛe they would deſire it 
openly: not withſtandynge be perceyued a murmure of ſome 
oftbem, complaynyng and ſaieynge : Shall we neuer be freee 
and do battaile like free ſouldioars and citeʒens? Wherofhe 
wꝛote letters to the ſenate,as well oftheir deſyꝛe, as of their 
deſeruyng. ſaiynge, that He had euer vnto that day had their 
good faith full and ſtrong helpe, and that thei wanted nothing 
that belonged to good and iuſt ſouldiours, ſauing liberty. Cõ⸗ 
cerning that matter it was permitted vnto him, to do that whi 
che heſhulde thinke mete for the pꝛofite of the cõmon welth. 
Wherrpon befoze he wolde do battaile with his aduerſar p, 


ve ſnewed his men, that the tyme was come, in whiche they 


might obteyne they: libertee, that they ſo longe de ſyꝛed and 
hoped after. forthe nexte day they ſhulde fyght ina fayꝛe and 
playne fielde, where the battayle ſhulde be done without any 
feare of diſceyte, With cleane ſtrengthe andhardynes, and be 
that then wold ſhewe the head of one of his ennemies, ſtry⸗ 
ken oft in battaile,. ſhuld ſtreight waie be made free:and be that 
fledde, ſnuld be puniſhed with vile ſeruitude foꝛ euer. Wher⸗ 
foꝛe nowe (ſaied he) euery mans foꝛtune lyeth in his owne 
handes . For the confirmacion of whiche his woꝛdes, he ſaid, 
that he alone was not the auctour of theyꝛ lybertee;but that 
marcus 1Hdrcellus the conſull, and the fathers conſcripte 


were agreableto the ſame, And thereofhe badde ſente hym 
theyꝛletters, whiche he hewed and red vnto them. At theſe 
bis woꝛdes there aroſe a great noyſe amonge theim, deliryng 
battaylle incontinent, vf it myghte ſopleaſe bym. Than

Scipions come in tyme: whole comynge ſtayed the waue⸗ 
ryng myndes of many of chat countrey , And there was bes 
twixte the two capitaines great and many batailes foughten, 
in the whiche the Romaynes had alwaies the ypperhand:and 
in ſundry battailes ſlewe great armyes ofthe Cartha es 
and they: frendes, wanne diuers townes and caſtelo, broughr 
their ennemies to ſo lowe an ebbe, that of a longe ſeaſon they 
were glad to reſt, doing no act woꝛthie memory. Chan the Ro⸗ 


ben ſo long oppꝛeſſed with the yoke of dominion of the Cars 
thaginenſes, they remoued theyꝛ hoſte thyther, and wanne 
the citee agayne, whiche they reſtoꝛed to the olde inhabitans 
tes therof, that were lefte onlyue. Than they inuaded the 
Tur duns, who were the firſte cauſers of the warre with the 
Larthaginenſes, whom they wan ſhortly, and diſtroyed their 
cities. Theſe dedes were done in-Spayne, Quintus Fabius 
Maximus, and Marcus Claudius Marcellus beyng conſuls, 
Than the officers fo: the yere to com. were choſen at Rome: 
where Quintus Fabius the yonger, ſonne to the olde Cons 
- Tull, was choſen one of the conſuls : and Titus Hempꝛonius 
Gracchus the other: Than all the other officers in der. 

Mhan to euery capytayne was aſſigned his hoſte and warde: 
the warres agaynſt Anniball were d to the couſuls: 
Sempꝛonius went tothe Lucanes, and Fabius to Apulia. 
The ſather wente as legate tothe ſonne,toſhewe hym ofthe 
minde of the Senate. This yong — lay than at thecampe 
aboue Sue ſſula: who hearynge that his father was come to 
bym as imbaſſadour fr om the ſenate, came furth to mete hm 
in his royall eſtate, with his.xii.ſergeantes befote hym : but 
xi. of his ſergeantes, beholdynge the maieſtie ofolde Fabius, 
as he came rydyng, paſſed by, and nothyng ſaied to hym. han 
the ſonne beyng conſull. commanded the.xii.ſergeant to take 
bede to his office. e alſo with a lowde voyce commaunded 
bis father to deſcende from bis horſe. Than incontinente his 
father alyghted, and ſaied. I dyd this ſonne, onely to pꝛoue 
whether thou dyddeſt knowe, that thou arte ull pe.

¶ Soone after came to the ſame conſull into the campe one 


Claſſius Altinius with his thꝛe ſergeantes, from the towne 
of Arpos, pꝛomiſyng fora good reward to delyuer to him a 
pos. This matter was debated among the counſell, and by the 
mote part agreed. that this Altinius ſij ulde be ſcourged and 
ſlarne, as an inconſtant traytour and common enemye, conſye 
deryng that fy2ſt be, after the battayle of Cannas, was cauſer

Than 
niball.iii.dayes tourney from Tarent : and becauſe he 
not haue his longeabode there, to be ſuſpecte. he fap- 
ned hym ſelfe to be ſycke, and cauſed it to be bzuted abꝛode, 
that hio ſycknes was the cauſe of his longe iyage inthat one 
place . But agaynſte the teme he woulde haue the towne, be

C With this exhortacion he lycenſed every man to departe 
home, and witbina certayn ſpace; he gauca ſygne to his ſoul⸗ 
diours, to ſpoyle the houſes of the Roma nes. Whiche was 
doone, and good ſpoyle thereof taken. ©nthe moꝛowe he des 
termined to aſſault the caſtelle: but whan he ſawe the ſtronge 
naturall ſite rherof, beynghalfe compaſſed with the ſea, bea- 
tyng on the great bygy rockes, and on the other halfe bauing 
great dyches andbyghe walles towarde the towne: be was 
lothe to ſpende-histymeintbe aſſaultyng therof, and to league 
other great thynges not folowed.Neuertheleſſe beyng loth 
to leaue vis freudes the Tarentines, open to all inuaſyons 
of the men of armes ofthe Caſtelle, (Fot tothe towne they 
my ght at all tymes haue acceſſe at their pleaſure) he thought 
to make a walie and dyche onthe towne ſyde, betweene theim 
and the caſtelle. Dnd he hadde this opynyon, that whan the 
dyche were caſtynge, the Romaynes game aduenture to 
make excut ſ on on thelabourers. to letre his wotkeand purs 
poſe.

They executyng bis commaunde⸗ 
ment made theim redy, and about. iui. of theclocke, they ſet 
furthe ofthe towne, and came to lpannos campe,s lyttell bez 
fore the ee of the daye. At theyꝛ firſte comyng, with 
their ſodayn noiſe, the Carthaginenſes becam ſo fear eful, that 
tt the campe had be pitched on plain ground, they had wonne 
it with ſmall reſiſtence. but the height of the hyll. with the des 
fe ſes that they bad made therabout, was ſuch, that they could 
no waie get vp vnto them: but by great ſteppes and climming. 
In the daunyng of the day the batraile began to ware ſtronge, 
the Larthaginenſes not only defended they campe, but alſo 
they kept the hyll without, euer throwing downe the Romis 
thatſtroue wonderſly to clymme the place. Qeuertheleſſe at 
length by great pein and trau ile, and alſo with great loſſe and 
hurt of men, thei gate to the diches of the campe. The conſull 
aduiſyng well, the miſchiefe that ſ uld fall to his company, in 
winning the place,called the tribunes vnto him, ſaiyng:that he 
wold no farther at that time purſue bis fouſſhe enterpꝛiſe, dut 
thathe wolde returne foz that day to Beneuentũ.

While thei thus fought within the campe | 
of the Carthaginenſes, on an other part cried WUalerius Flac⸗ 
cus: what ſluggiſhe cowardes are we nowewaren? ſhallthe 
Þ wynne the honour of takyng the campe of our ene⸗ 
mies before ys Romans? Whervpon Titus Pedamus a capi 
tayn of a hũdꝛed men, toke bis ſtanderd in bis hande from bis

be lothe ofthe loſſe therof. And anone he and his companye 
were goten unto that other part ofthe cipe, The conſulpers 
cetayng their hardynes, changed his mynd of calling them a⸗ 
way, and began to comfort theim: exhoꝛtyng the 25 belpe 
their felowes, that ſo valiantly fought inthe campe of rheyz 
enmies. By whoſe harty woꝛdes, euery maninfozced him ſelf 
to enter, not regardyng the dartes noꝛ weapons of their en. 
mies, as people fearynge no peryll, and as people that cared 
not fo: veth, ſo thei myght dye in the campe of their enemies. 
Thus withinſhort ſpac e, that ſtrong place was w one, ⁊ aboue

J haue declared 
vnto them the encreaſe of the Komaines power, whiche daily 
we mate perceiue, and the decreaſe of the ſtrength ofthe Car⸗ 
 thaginenſes. And J bad theym not myſtruſt che gentylnes of 
be Romains, whoſe nature we haue euer tryed tobee mecke 
_andgentyll to ſuche as haue rebelled againſt them, yponhume 
ble ſubmiſſion to them made. With theſe my perſuaſions they 
be all contented to be reconciled ; ſo that they maie here you 
ſpeake the ſame, laiyngFour right hand intheirs, as a pledge 


pf your faithe, whervntothey mate truſte. And I haue(faied 
be) vndertaken, that you ſhall dooe it, and I haue appoynted 


them foꝛ that compoſicion a ſecrete place, wel out ofthe way, 

from our company, fo: feare of eſpieo, yet not far from your 
campe: where, with fewe woꝛdes, you maie go thꝛough with 
them in this matter, and by this me ane bꝛyng all the Lucanes 
wholly vnder your iuriodiction. | 
¶ Gracchus notbyng myſtruſtyngediſceite and treaſon tobe 
in his wo:des, toke bis officers andhoꝛſemen with him, al vn- 
armed, and ſo rode to the place appoincted, hauynge Flauius 

with hym as a guyde. So ſoone as they were come thyther, 


Mago with his army inuaded theym ſodaynly. And to make 
the treaſon moꝛe Enjdent, Flanius incontinent ioy ned bym to 
the Carthaginenſes. Than was there plenty of dartes caſte 


at Sracchus, and his hoꝛſemen, and whan he ſawe no other 
remedr, ge alyght from his hoꝛſe, and bad his a” +"

to whiche were beſt to tourne theim. Scipio ſtille comforted 
and exhoꝛted his men, and euer where the battatie was moſte 
ſtrong, thyther went be lrke a noble and valiante gouernour, 
tyllat the laſt hym ſelfe was chyzſt into the ryghe ſyde with a 
Jpeare, ſo that he fell dead from his hoꝛs. Whan the Carthas 
omayne capitayne falle, incontinent they 
ranne abꝛode in all the partes of the fielde tozefully cripnges 
Scipio the capitayne of the Romaines te ſlar ne. The ſame

the next campe ofthe Carthheginenſes, and they were alſo re- 
ceiued of the Romayn enibuſhement and ſtayne, fo. that none 
eſcaped. And it any had eſcaped, they could not haue drought 
-wo2d of the newes tothe other campe, befoze the Romaines 
came theym ſelfes:ſuch (pede they made to goto the ſeconde 


campe, after they had lo ſlayne and oppreſſed them of the firſt 


fielde Thus inthe bꝛeake of rhe day, they came tothe ſeconce 
campe, where they founde allthynges mote vnready. then in 
the fyiſſe. ſome were gone forthe for He odde, ſome onfoꝛta⸗ 
grunge, ſome for vytaileo, many walked vp and downe befoꝛe 
the gate of the campe vnarmed, manye were layed downe to 
take the yꝛ reſte: the Romaynes, beynge yet fyers of ther: 
late victoꝛy, ſlewe fyꝛſte ſuche as made reſyſtence at the entre 
of the campe, and after ther entred and made greatte ſlaugh⸗ 
ter. With this great noyſe, many aroſe and armed therm. and 
came to the defence of theyꝛ fyelde, and thereby the battaile 
fot a ſeaſon was cruell and ſtronge: but as ſoone as they pers 
cepued the freſhe blodde on the Romaynes ſhieides, whiche 
was a ſygne ofthe deathe of theyꝛ companye, they were ſtry⸗ 
ken with ſuche feare, that they fledde as many as myght ſuns 
diy wayes, ſo that nyght and moꝛnynge Martius vanquyſhed 
ti.of᷑ the hoſtes of the Carthaginenſes, and ſlewe.xxxvii . .

But 
ſuche as were the ſure friendes of Anmballin the towne of 
 Berdonea, ſent hym pꝛiuilye wooꝛde by meſſangers, And he 
or ſyꝛous to kepe ſtyl his old frendes, hafted ſo with his horſe 
men and lyghteſt fooremen, makyng ſo great itourneys.,that he 
was alredy com nere Herdonea, befoꝛe the fame of bis comig 
wer welt knowen. Ind to put the Romaynes in mote feare, he 
appered in good aray of battayle ſodainꝭ with baners diſplai⸗ 
ed. Whiche Fuluius perceiuynge, with lyke bardyneſſe made 
ſpede to put his folke in aray, and ioyned battayle with hym. 
Than Anniball cõmanded his horſemen, that after a ſygne 02 
tokento them made, whiles the Romains were buſy in battail 
againſt his footemen, and euery mans eye wer occupied buſts 


lye: that they Moulde ſecretelye coſte the fielde,and a part of 


oem to ſet ypon the backes of his ennemies, one other parte 
of the ym to inuade theyꝛ campe and tentes with greate noyſe 
and ſlaughter, ſaieyng, that he truſted to vanquyſhe this Fuls 
ulus as he had.it-yeres paſte ouercome an other Fuluius of 
his name in the ſame cuntrey.

other Africanus were byzed 0 go ouer into payne to Aſdru⸗ 
dall, to the intent that he, ſtrongly accompanied. might depart 
ſhortly from thens into Italy to his brother Annibal, in whom 
ther iudged the hope of they: victoꝛy to reſt. 

¶ Ivout the ſame time came Lelius out of Spayne to Rome 
bꝛyngyng with hym a great noumbꝛe of pꝛiſoners, reherſynge 
in the ſenate houſe the happy wynnynge of newe Carthage in 
one daye, with the gettyng of many newe friendes in Spaine.

The ſame requeſt he alſo made to 

ers: who thynkynge no man in Italy ſo 

able to matche ball, as he was hym ſelfe, was ſo kendelcd 


⁊ ſtirred with Fabius 's, that ſo ſone as the wynter was 
paſſed, and any fode was foundein the fieldes, able to ſuſteine 
his army and cattel, he went to ſium, where Annibal then 
laye, and hadde mouedthe rulers ofthe towneto yelde 5

bym, leauyng the Romayne amitee. But ſo ſone as he perteya 
ued that Marcellus was come, he remoued f rom thenſe lea⸗ 
uynge that plane countrey, and ſought the bylly and woddy 
countrere, whiche myght be moꝛe apte fo: traynes of deceite 
foꝛ his ennemies.

C Warcelſjus euer folowed him harde, ioynyng almoſt campe 
to campe. Druers ſkyzmyſhes were madeberwene the hoꝛſe 
men of bothe partes. But Anmball not mindyng toteoparde 
all at ones, fledde before hym in the nyght . At the laſt the os 
ther ouertoke hym in the playne fielde : And as Anniball caus 
ſed his campe to be trenched ⁊ forttficd, Marcellus with his 
men let the wortkes thcrof:fo that whether he wolde oꝛ no, he 
was enforced to do bataile, which thyng he had moſt eſchucd. 

L herefoꝛe they ordered they: armies on bothe parties, and 
L ought tyll the nyght departed them, On the motowe Mar⸗ 
cellus early put his men in good aray, and Anniball dydde the 
ſame,cxhortyng his men to remembꝛe they: noble conqueſtes 
e at Traſymenus and at Cannas, and not to ſuffer theyꝛ gredye 
| and ynreaſohable ennemy ſo to vere them, that thei might not 
baue tyme to encampe them ſelues, ye ſcartely to loke aboute 
02 to take breathe. The ſonne whan it ryſeth, and the Romain | 
army, do bothe at one tyme appere inthe fieldes . But in caſe

tented with the tedious continuall pur ſuing of their enemſes : 
they fier ſiy went to battaile, where they fought cruclly bythe 
ſpace of. ii.longe doures. At the laſt theryght wyuge, ofthe 
Romayns gaue backe, whoſe place to fulfyl, 7Harcellas'ax 
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¶ Jem muche bounde (ſaieth he) to the immoꝛtall goddes; 
wen ye ſo fearfully toumbled together into your tentes, that 
it chauaced not your ennemp, after his victoꝛy.to aſſayle your 
campe alſo. For no fayle, loke with what feare ye left the bata 
tayle, with lyke feare alſo had ye forſaken your campe. What 
ſodayne feare hath nowe inuaded you? What thynge bath can 
ſed you ſo ſone to forget, bothe the eſtate of your ſelfe, and als 
ſo of your enemies? Dooe ye not remembꝛe, that tbeſe be the 
ſame enmies, whom ye ouercam and purſued the laſt ſommer: 
theſe be the ſame; whome fleynge before you bothe daye and 
night. ye chaſed through the cũtreis.V e they be the ſame, that 
yeſterday ye woldneither ſuffer to flee from you,noz yet geue 
theim ſo muche time, as to foꝛtifye they: fielde. A wil no mote / 
reherſe thynges, wherein ye maie gloꝛy:but nowe wyll J dex 
clarethynges,whereof ye ought muche to be aſhamed. Yeſter 
daye ye departed from the batayle with euen hande:and nowe 
what hath this daye oꝛ this nygbt been ſo great a lette vnto 
you, 0: taken from you? Was your army therby any whit leſs 
ſed, oꝛ they: power any whyt encreaſed: Cruely me thinketh 
nowe, that I ſpeake not to mine owne company of ſouldiours, 

noꝛ yet to Romains. L perceiue here nothyng of them, but bo 
dies and armour. ot if ye had had the ſame hertes and mides 
your ennemies ſhuld neuer haue loked you on the backes:noꝛ 
vou hadde loſte none of your ſtanderdes.

Foꝛ if he ouertcome 
bis ennemies, he gredily ſtyl aſfaileth theim: And whan he is 
ouercome, he alſo fierſty renueth the warres vpon theim.Afo | © 
ter theſe woꝛdes, he incontinent brought his hoſte furtbe in= 
to the fielde, where the battayle was moꝛe cruell than it was 
the daie befoꝛe . The Carthaginenſes euer ſtryuynge to kepe 
the honour, and the Ro to auenge the ſhame gotten 
the date before, -The ad tage of the battayle bet weene 
theim abode longe in ſuſpence. Marcellus, as a pꝛeſent wits 
neſſe, was euer redye to comfoite and exhoꝛte his Romay | 
nes. Anniball, ſeyng the doubtefulneſſe of the fyght and vy 
ctory, to putte his ennemies to ſodayne feare, cauſed his E 
lephantes to be ſette agaynſte the foꝛewarde : whiche at the 
fyiſte comynge, broughttheim out of oꝛde, and didde theim 
muche trouble and burte : whereby the one part thereof was 
leſte bare and yoyde of reſyſtence, andthe reſte had fled alſo, 
badde not Decius Flauius a Tribune taken the ſtanderde of 
one of the bandes of horſemen, commaundynge the company 
belongynge to the ſame ſtanderde, to folowehym boldly, ' 
whome they obeyde: and incontinent brought theim, where 
the company ofelephantes dydde moſte diſpleaſure, cauſyng 
moſte trouble and rumoure.

Cbewe Q. 7 abias M avimus reconered from Ennis 
dalt the citee of Tarent. Lap. pip, 


_ Nthis ſcaſon Q. Fabius Max. the conſultoke Man⸗ 

1 duria with force, and from thens remoued to Tarent, 
pytchyng his tentes herd by the mouth of the hauen, 

where he founde certayne ſhyppes, whiche Liuius the late 
conſull hadde left there forthe defence df other ſnyppes that 
bꝛought vytayle and other neceſſary pꝛouiſion for the caſtell. 
All theſe ſrppes, and alſo all other that came with vitayles 
and pꝛouiſion tbyther, he charged ſome with gunnes and ſto⸗ 
nes, and all kynde of weapons inuaſiue, ſomme he laded with 
ſcalyng laddero, and other engyns ro aſſaulte the towne : fo 
that by the ſea al thinges wer ready for the aſſautte. And then 
he by land alſo ordered hiocõpany for the fame. Now to helpe 
dis purpoſe to be acheued, ther chaunced a ſmall thing in eſti⸗ 
macton:yetit pꝛoued meruailous happy fot the ſucceſſe of his 
great enterpꝛyſe. Anniball had ſent to Tarent acrue of men 
of warre ofthe countre ofthe Btutians . The capytayne of 
this company was meruailouſly enamoꝛed ona yong womã in 
the citie, whoſebzother was then ſouldiour in the hoſt of Fa⸗ 
bius, to whom his ſiſter ſent woꝛde by letters, of the ſamilia⸗ 
ritec and newe acquaintaunce of bir earneſt louer, and ol his 
greate ryches and honour. Whervpon this man imaginyng, 
and truſtynge alſo, that the loue of his ſyſter might leade hir 
louer to do what ſo euer ſhe wold deuiſe, conceyued an hope, 
to dooe good therby, touchynge the wynnyng of the towne. 
Wherypon be ſecretely opened his mynde to his capitayne 
Fadius, deſyꝛynge bym, that he woulde lycence hym to de⸗ 
parte frome the armye, and to goo into the citee. whiche he 
woulde vndertake to dooe, by viſſemblynge bym ſelfe to bee 
ſtolen awar from his company, foꝛ the loue of his ſiſter, deſy⸗ 
rous to be acytezenthere. The Conſull chynkyng to pꝛoue 
the effecte of his opynyon, ſuffered hym to departe. Thus

. CAnmball when be fyꝛſte hearde, that Tarent was beſieged:

But when he came nere thervnto, and heard newes of the tas 
kynge of the citee, and by what meanes, he ſaid: nowe dooe 
ry gt well fynde, that the Romayns haue alſo an other Anni⸗ 
vall amonge theim.

Than ſaid Marcellus to his felowe Criſpinus, lette vo then, 
with a certayne hoꝛſemen with vs, go vie we the ſame hyll: by 
the ſyghte whereof, we maye diſpoſe all es accordyng!y 
lx. Beyng thus agreed, they rakyng with them ewohundred 
--and.rr.botſemen, wente bothe to ſurueye the ſaydebylle and 
wood Mbome yonge Marcellus. the conſuls ſonne, and Au- 
lus Manlius beynge bothe tribunes, folowed.

Salt thou 
be moꝛe ſure in Iffrica, beynge there alone, oꝛ here in Yealye, 
5 py ad tenth conſull thy felowe and his hoſt toyuea with 
the: And if thou wilte ſekerhe experience therof, let Claudi⸗ 
us and Liuius, the late c onſulles. de to the an exnumple and a 
lernynge. Agarne. whether ſhall Anniball be ſtronger in the 
lyttle angle ofthe Bꝛutiens, wherevnto be is tiruen with bis 
* bole hoſte, oꝛ when heſhall co me to » hauyng all his 
fFriendes of Affrica about hym? What a deuiſe is this, to choſe 
rather to fygbte ana to trye with thyne ennemye, where thy 
power ſhall be ſmaller by the halfe, and thine ennemies power 
doubled: then tofyght in a place, where thou halte haue two 
armies againſt his one? ye and that one woꝛne and weried with 
longe and greuons warre. Conſyder thy ſelfe, bowe much 
this thy counſayle varieth frome the mynde of thy father, be 
beyng fully appoynted to Spayne, as his pꝛouynce, fearynge 
the comyng of Anniball into Italy, to the intent to mete hym 


uynce, and came into Italy But nowe thou, when Annibal is 
al redy in Italy, intendeſt to leaue Italy: Rot for that it is for 
the common welthe ſo to do, but therby to purchaſe the a no⸗ 
ble and gloꝛious name. But O ye noble father conſcript, Þ 
do thinke, that N. Lo: . Scipio was not made conſull fo: his 
owne pꝛiuate welthe ot pleaſure, but for the common welthe, 
and the ſafegarde of all vs. Neither werethearmies ofmen of 
warreappoynted to ym, to thintent, he lyke a prynce mighte 
ſayle with them into what parte ofthe world he wyll: buttbey 
were aſſigned to him, and to all other bis pꝛedeceſſours, fo 
the ſafegarde and defence of this citee and of Italy. 
¶ With this oꝛac ion of Fabius. beyng a man of great aucto⸗ 
ritee.wiſedome, experience, ⁊ fame, the moꝛe part of the aun⸗ 
cient ſenatours were perſwaded: and mo men allowed the ſo⸗ 
dꝛe counſayle of the olde man, then the fyerſe mynde of Sci⸗ 
Pio the yoge manne.Wherfoze Scipio made ynto bym this 
ounfwer ES; 
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at bisdeſcendyng fromthe mountaynes, leſte his owne pro-

But this I 
wel perceiue, that to auoyde the crime oꝛ ſuſpicion of enuy, he 
bath ſo extolled his owne honour, with the fame of bis noble 
actes, as though itſhuld not becom him, oꝛ ſtand with bis hos 
not,to-contende with me, being my ſelfe but a childe, vnder the 
age of his ſonne; Lonſideryng the greate offices that he hathe 
borne in the citee, wherby as it ſemeth, is meanynge is, that 
the deſyꝛe of gloꝛy ſhulde be meaſured onely, by the length of 
the lyfe of man, and not extende to be had in perpetuall memo» _ 
ry with our poſteritee. But this I knowe well, that euery nos 
ble herte hathe a couetous deſyꝛe tobe equiualent in famouſe 
vertue, not only with the age pꝛeſent, but alſo with the people 
ofalages,both paſt and yet to come . And ( onles I wold diſſem 
ble) truly A. Fabius, my wyll is not only to be equall vnto the 
in renowme,burt alſo to paſſe the in pꝛayſes, if J maie atteyne 
thervnto. Lette neytber of vs bothe thynke, that none that 
ſhall comeafter vs, ſhallbe lyke vnto vs. For that were a des 
ſyꝛe of great hurt and bynderaunce, bothe of our poſteritee, 
and alſo ofthe common welth, and generally of all mankynde. 
Furrbermote, Fabius hath remembꝛed tye ieoperdies and pe 
ryls, that I ſhulde enter into, by my goynge into Uffrica, as 
though be were carefull bothe fo: me andmyne army. I mers 
uaile greatly, from-whyens this louing care and thought for me 
is fo ſodeinly ſpronge.Fo: whan my father and myn pncle wer 
bothe ſlayne and bothe they: armies almoſte diſtroyed, ſlapne, 
and cleane loſte, the Iffricanes ouerrunnynge the countreye 
with. iiii.ſeuerall hoſtes and capyraynes : than woulde no man 
oſtre hm ſecife to be a capirayne of the 11 in rer 


but onely . At whiche tyme, whanthe people of the citee 
made me gouernoꝛ, being thi but. xxiiii.yereo olde, there was 
no man founde, whiche wolde remembꝛe my tende age: neys 
ther the power of our ennemies , the daungerouſnes of bats 
tayle, noꝛ yet the late death and deſtruction of my friendes in 
Spayne.Jstherc nowe in Uffrica any greatter 02 bet⸗ 
ter capit than were than in Spaxnes® Mes mine age at 
that tyme mote mete fo: the warre, thanne it is nowe * os io it 
greater matter to fight with our enemies of Uffrica in Spain, 
than it is in Effricae ⁊s it is now e caſy to auaunce my ſelſe of 
iii. armies of Carthage, by me diſtroied: after ſo many citics 
taken by force, after ſo many princes and wylde nacions ſub: 
dued, and all Spaine won vnto the occean ſea, ſo that none aps 
parence is lefte there-of any watre: Likewiſe after my victo⸗ 
rious returne from 4ffrica, it ſhalbe as eaſie to ſet ſcuhe the 
ouercomyng of all thinges, whiche nowe be laide very terrys 
ble and dangerous: only to the intent to kepe me ſtil at home. 
Fabius demeth, that I ſhal haue no havens oꝛ poꝛtes open for 
me to enter. Me alſo remembꝛeti the takyng of M. Attilius 
Regulus in Affrica: as though M. Attilius had his fell at his 
firſte arriuall iuto that countrer. Mbere ofttueth be hadde 
hauens open and centre at his pleaſure,.ye by the ſpace of an 
bole pcre he did many noble actes there: Whom the Cartha⸗ 
ginenſes were neuer able of their owne power to ſubdue, tyll 
the ſec onde yere after his coming, and many of his hoſt ſlaine. 
They ſent foꝛ & antippus, capu ayne of the Lacedemonians, 
with bis power: by whome he was at lengthe ouercome and 
rakeninbatraple . This exaumple can notbyng feare me. Foz 
why ſh oulde I more feare to ſayle into A ſſrica bycauſe of the 
takrng of 5. Attihue, then I was afrayd to ſaile into Sp aine 
after the deathe o bothe the Stipions ? Ard J truſte X ans 
tippus the Lacedemomen was not boꝛnto be moꝛe foꝛtunate 
to the Carthaginenſco, then Þ ſhalbe to the Remayne and to 
mine owne-countrey. Therale muſte be recited ofthe Athe⸗ 
nienſes, bowe fordely leauynge worre ot home, they entred 
into Affrica: But why doeſt thou not reberſe the hiſt oꝛye of 
Agarhocles,king of the Syꝛacuſane s: Mbo when brscouns 
trey of Sicilia had ben log troubled with warre by the Lars 
rhaginenfcs,bc with bis beſt ſailed ouer im o i ffrica: wheres 
by he delrucred his ownecountrer from warre, and toprne 1

all to the defence of him 7 big power in Affrica. But to ewe 
the commodirce of inuadyng of a foꝛerne countreye, ther eby 
to auoyde ieopardyes at home: what better example can any 
ma? reherſe, then of this Annidall? There is greate diffe⸗ 
renceberweue the ſyght of bournynge and ſpoylynge ofother 
mennes couutreys. and the ſyght of che deſtruction of thyne 
one cities and regions. There is moze courage ina manne, 
that offreth bartayie, thenne in hym that defendeth. Lytrell 
thoughte Anniballat bis fyꝛſt comyng to Italye, that ſo many 
cities and people wolde haue yelded them vnto him as did afz 
ter the battail at C innas:mach leſſe cauſe ſhall rhe Carthagi⸗ 
nenſes haue of truſtt᷑ oꝛ hope in Affrica, conſiderynge theyꝛ 
vntruthes to ther neighbrurs,# their owne pꝛoud and cruell 
dominion ouer their ſubiectes. Me beynge forſaken of oure 
neyghbours, haue ſtil endured al dangers by our owne power 
and ſtrength, Toe Cartihaginenſes haue no great ſtrength of 
their owae. Their power 1s in hried ſouldiours of àffrica 
and Nu nidia, waoſe lygte wyttes cauſe lyghte faythe. when 
they ſe cauſe of chaynge. If e ſuffer me to depart hence, with 
ſpede, ye ih all hoꝛteie heare of my paſſage thither, and of the 
warre where with Aſhal vere theim. And then ſhal ye ſee An⸗ 
niball make ſpede to departe from this countrey: and yeſhall 
beare ſhoꝛtei of the ſyege of Carthage: not doubtynge, but 
that ye hal receiue gladder tydynges from Africa, then euer 
re bad fro me out of payne. Cheſe hopes 8j dooe concerue 
Fyꝛſte ofthe fortune of this citee and people of Rome, Sea | 
condely, thzougye the truſte of rhe goddes, whiche are wits 
neſſes ofthe truſe broken by theim. Thytdely, that occaſyon 
offeredby SyPhar and Maſſaniſſa. to n and 
faythe J wyll ſo truſte, that J wyll alſo be well ware of theyꝛ 
falſehode and oy ſceipte . And it is the parte of a manne and a 
good capytane, not to ſhiynke and foꝛſake fortune, when it is 
offered. Y kuowe well Auintus Fabius, that 9 ſhall finde Ins 
niball my matche: but I wyll rather dꝛawe hym. theu be ſhall 
retire me. J wyll cauſe bym to fyght with me in his owne cans 
trey. Ind Carthage ſhall rather be a pꝛay and a rewarde of 
our victoꝛy: then the countrey and caſtelles of the Bꝛutians, 
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talye ſhalbe in daunger by my departynge hens, I pꝛaye you, 
maie not N. Licinius the conſull (wyles * faxlevge thys |

whiche are almoſt dyſtroyed already. Howe when ve ſay, Js | - 
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ther) ſtaye with his hoſte Annidall, that is nowe of ſmall pos 
ver: aſwell as thou ©. Fabius, dyddeſt ſtaye bym, when he 
goa conquerour ouerranne all Italy: It ſhallbea great ho⸗ 
nour tothe Komains,and an eternal fame among kynges and 
ſtrange nacions, that we haue the courage not only to defend 
Italy, but alſo to enter ⁊ make warre in Effrica . What ſhame 
ſhall it be when it ſhall be ſayde, that Anniball enterpꝛyſed an 
act, that no Romayne capitayne euer durſt enterpꝛyſe?: When 
contencion was betwene vs and the Carthaginenſee for Sicis 
lia; our nauies and armies oſten times inuaded Atfrica: Nowe 
when contencion is for Italy betwene vs, Affrica remayneth 
quiet and in peace. But nowe let Italy takt reſt, ⁊ be in peace, 
F hiche of long tyme bath been vexed, and let Affrica another 
ſealon ſuffer bournyng,ſpoylyng, and waſtyng . And lette the 
puiſſaunt Romayne army appꝛoche the walles of Lartbage: 
rather then we ſhoulde with bulwarkes and foꝛtifycacions de⸗ 
fende our ennemies from our owne walles. Lette Affricabe 
from henſefoꝛthe the place of warre.Let feare.flipng, ſleyng, 
waſtyng of fieldes and other diſtructions, belonging to warre, 
be nowe tourned thither, whiche by the ſpace of. xiii. yeres 

bath inuaded our countrey. 
¶ Itter this aunſwere of Scipio, greate ſtryfe and altercacts 
on was in the ſenate houſe . At the laſte it was decreed, that 
Scipio, with thy:ty ſhyppes ſhulde go into Sicilia, and from 
thenſe at his pleaſure, f he thought it moſte conuenient fo: 
the common weithe, to ſayle ouer into Affrica : the other cons 
ſul to kepe warre in the countrey ofthe Bꝛutians againſt An⸗ 
niball. Beſy des theſe ſhyppes, and the Romayne legyons, 
whiche were appoynted to Scipio, many cities and countreys 
adioynyng to Rome, willingly ayded him with ſhippes, with 
vii. thouſande ſouldiours, and all thynges neceſſarye, of their 
owne coſtes and charges. With whiche noumbꝛe be at riue d 
in Sicilia, and there deuyded theim into companyes, appoyn⸗ 
tynge to cue ty company an bund:ed men. Amonge all whiche 
noumbꝛe, he choſe out three hundred of the moſte valyant and 
__ activeyonge men, that were without armour: whom e kept 
euer aboutehym. But they knewe not to what pourpoſe he 
ment it. And on a daye he choſe and named .iii. . of the moſte 
noble and tycheſt yonge gentylmen of all Sicilia, whome be 
ſarde, ſoulde ſayic wittꝭ him into Aſfrica: aſſy gnyng * 
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day, at whiche they ſhuld appere before him with theyz houſe | 
and armour. This commaundement troubled theim ſore, _y ET] 
to be ſo farre frõ home with the labours by land and by ſea,ſes | 
med very painful, not onely to theim, but alſo to their friendes : 
and kinſefolkes. At the daye appointed foztheir retozne, they 
came al befoꝛe him, bainging with theim hoꝛſes, barnets, and al 

thynges neceſſary. Then ſaied Scipio: It is ſhewed me, that 
certaine of you,men of armes of Sicilia,grudge ſore to go in 
this tourneye with me: Mherefoꝛe if there bee any of you 
here, of that mynd, I p:ay youſpeake nowe, and J will gladly 
beareyou, For J bad muche leauer, that ye vttered it — 
betymes : then that ye ſhuld agaynſt your hertes go forth, and 
become vnpꝛofitable ſouldioꝛs to me and to thecomon welth, 
MWhereynto one of the thꝛee. C. aunſwered: Truei ſys, pf is 
were in my choyſe and election, what J ſhulde dooe, J woulde 
not go forthe inthe warres. Well, ſay de Scipio: Sence ye 
haue playnely declared your mynde without diſſimulacion, J 
wyll appoyncte one in your place, to whome ye ſhall delyue 
your horſe, harneyes, and other neceſſarye inſtrumentes o 


 warre, whome ye ſhall take home with you to youre howſe, . | | 


and there teache inſtruct and exercyſe hym in feates of warre, 
tyll J ſende for hym agayne. Sf this bargayne the yonge gens 
tylman was verye ioyefull, and delyueryng bymall bis appaz . 
rell foꝛ the warre, be toke hym home with bym . When the 
reſte ofthe three hundꝛed men of armes of Sicilia, perceiucd. 
they: companion by this meane viſmiſſed frome the-warre; 
with the good loue and fauoure of the Lapytayne : cuery one © 


iche be 

neyſed, 
and inſtructed the three hundred wyllynge Romaynes, that 
were vnarmed, with the hoꝛſes and harneys of the knyghte 
of Sicilia, withoute anye charge of the ſtocke of the cite 

of Rome: Whiche pꝛoued after valiaunte menne of armes, 
and dy dde manye noble actes for the aduauncement of thi 
common welth. Than Scipio ſerched out ſuche ſouldiours at 
warred vnder Marcellus the conſull, at the wynnyng of Sys 
racuſe, whom hechoſe chiefely : for that he iudged theim to bi 
expert in aſſaultyng and ſcalyng of townes and caſtelles. Fo 
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after he ſette menne a woonke to make ſhyppes with ſpeede; 
and to amende and to repayꝛe his oldeſhyppes. Wiiche done 
he ſent C. Lelius, with a good numbre of men into Africa, to 
(poyle robbe and waſte the ſeacoſtes : where he landed in the 
nygdte. And inthe da wuynge of the daye, ſettynge his men in 
good oꝛder, he ſpoyled tte fieldes, diſtroyed and ſiewe many 
of the Iffricans : whiche loked lyttell for any ſuche ſodeyn in⸗ 
uaſion, they had ſo longe continued in pleaſure and eaſe. The 
fame of the deſtruction came anone to Carthage: the meſſan⸗ 
gers noyſed abꝛode, that Scipio was arriued . Foꝛ they hadce 
berde before, that he was alredy come into Sicilia: and ther 
were ſo ſodeinly taken, that foꝛ feare the coulde tell the cer⸗ 
tayntee of nothynge, neyther of the numbꝛe of the Romarnes, 
no: oftheyzſhyppes: But feare cauſed thein to make muche 
moꝛe therof then it was in dede. Thecitezens of Carthage 
were then ina meruaylous feare and penſiteneſſe, beholdynge 
the ſodeyne chaunge of fortune, that of late had ſo aduaunc ed 
them, that they: army lay befoꝛe the gates of Aome:and their 
capytaies had almoſt ſubdued al Italy: Rowe contrary wile, 
they loked for none other, but the ſpoilyng of theyzcountrey, 
and the beſiegeyng of Carthage by the Romayns, When they, 
conſidered they helpe, they founde theyꝛ cueʒens, and men 
of theyꝛ owne countrey about them, weake and nothyng mete 
for the warre . All theyꝛ ſtrength was in hyꝛed ſouldiouro ſrõ 
other partes of Africa: and they were waueryng people, vn⸗ 
trewe and vnſtedfaſt. They alfo rekened Syphar to be turned 
from them by the ſecrete cõmunicacion, that Scipio had with 
bym : and Maſſaniſſa was apparently become theyꝛ ennemye, 
Ot Mago ther had no tidynges of his remouing from Gene, 
aud goyng into Italy to ioyne his hoſte with Annibale boſte : 
— the fame, and alſo the ſtrengthe of Inniball was wax ed 
¶ Wen ther had all hole conſydered theyꝛ wofull ſtate and 
condicion: then began the ſenatours to counſayle and pꝛouide 
foꝛ helpe in their pꝛeſent neceſſitee. hei muſtered they: men, 
both in the citee without They hyꝛed many ſouldiours Af⸗ 
fricans. They vytayled theyꝛ citee: they amended they: ſhips 
pes, they pꝛouided harneſſe and all other thynge s nedefull. 
Wen they were thus buſy, true tidinges came, that it was 
not the capitarne Scipio, that was arrrued: it was a 
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ſo great a numbꝛe of people : be remoued with bis hoſte int 
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that with certayne ſhyppes and menne was come to 222 


ſpoyle the countrey onely. And that the great reſt ofthe ar 
was vet in Sicilia. With theſe newes they were ſomewhat 
comforted: ana then they deuyſed to ſende ambaſſadours ri 
Syphar, and to other pꝛinces aboute theim, for a ſure aliance 
and frendſhyp. They ſent alſo to Phillip kyng of acedoni 
pꝛomyſynge bym great ſummes of money, to inuade eyther J= 
taly 02 Sicilia with a great hoſt, Into Italy alſo were meſſans 
gers ſent, to cauſe the capitayns Annibal z Mago to ſtay Sci⸗ 
pio in Jtaly.To Mago was ſente.xxv.longe ſnj yppes.vi. MY, 
footemen. viii. C. hoꝛſemen, and.vii.elephantes, with great 
plenty of money, to qᷣyꝛe mo men in thoſe partiee, willyng him 
with all his ſtrengthe to remoue towardes the citee of Rome, 
end ioyne his hoſt with Annibals, This pꝛeparacion made th 
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¶ When the ſhippes of Carthage were arriued at Gene, thei 


founde there Mago with his army and nauy of ſhyppes : wh 
knowyng the mynde of the Carthaginenſes, called before him 


a great numbꝛe of Frenchemen and L iguriens, vnto whom be 


ſhewed, that he was ſent into thoſe partie sto purchaſetheym 


;lybertee, and delyuer them from bondage, wherin they hadde 
longe ben golden. Me declared alſoto them, how . Liyius a 


and Sp.Lucretiaslaye with theyꝛ two Romayne armies no 


frre from them. The one in Hetruria, the other in Freunce; 


Whoſe powers to reſyſt, he neded to haue a great aſſemble of 
people. Then the frenchemen aunſwered, that theyꝛ hertes 7 
myndes were holly to ſerue hym therin.

But as touching Scipio, they had nothynge 
to charge withal:bur that he cyrher gave ouermuch cres 
dice to Pleminius, oꝛ tolittell faith to their woꝛdes. But they 
ſaied, knewe very well, that the wionges to theim done, 
were neither by the wyll noꝛ commaundement of Scipio: but 
they thought bym to be of the nature of many men, which are 
fory, that any wꝛonge of offence ſjulde be committed, and yet 
whanthe iniuries bedoone, they haue not thebertes oꝛ willes 
to reuenge oꝛ puniſhe the offenders of the ſame. 
C With this aunſwere 2H. Pomponiue, and the other, were 
much eaſed of any farther inquirte of Seipios matter.

Wherefore be aſſembled as many as be 
thought able, gyuynge theym horſes and barneys: deuidyng 
hie horſemen and fooremenne into companies, appoyiictynge 
to them capitaynes, accoꝛdynge as he before had learned of 
the Komaynes. Thus hauyng all chinges in a redyneſſe, be 
marcbed towardes bis ennemies, with as greatte an hoſte as 
be had before : but they werealmoſte all newe ſouldiours, and 
ronge men of warre. Whan he came nere the hoſt ofthe Roz 

_ mains he there fortified his campe. Und anone certayne of 
bis horſemen iſſued and badde baſe to an nother numbre of the 
Komaynehorſemen, Andwho ſo was beaten, retourned a⸗ 
gayne to bis company, and was anonreſcued of an other num⸗ 
bꝛe of his company.

dow Scipio badintreated the. Beſides toat they (hewed hym, 
that Maſſaniſſa the ſame day was come to Scipio. with vi. M. 
fotemen, and. ui. M. hoꝛſemen. But there was nothyng, that 
euer they tolde him, ſo muche abated his courage, as the liber⸗ 
tie that be gaue his eſpies, to viewe his oꝛder and power. Fot 
that great boldenes of his ennemye be iudged and knewe well 
pꝛoceded of ſome great aſſuraunce, that 50 bad in his ſtrength 
and good oꝛder.

Thou bez 
ganſt all chynges with a bolde and a ſtout courage, and foꝛtune 
neuer fayled the, thꝛoughe thy deſyꝛe to reuenge thy fathers 
and thyne pncles deathe (wherby all your familye was almoſte 
bꝛought to extreme calamitie) thou haſt purchaſed the a noble 
fame. Thou haſt recepued Spayne, that was be foꝛe loſt, driz 
uynge from that countrey.iiii. notable armies of the Cartha⸗ 
ginenſes, that befoꝛe dyd poſſeſſe the ſame. After warde being 
made conſull, when other men lacked hertes to defende Italy, 
theyꝛ ownecountrey, thou tokeſt on thgto ſayle into Affrica: 
where ſleayng two great hoſtes, and in dne houre takynge and 
burnyng two riche and ſtronge campes : And after the taking 
of the mightr kyng Syphar, with many cities and caſtelles of 
bis realme, and of our empire of Carthage: at the laſte thou 
baſte nowe plucked me fromethe poſſeſſion of Itale: whiche 
theſe. xvi. peres I haue with ſtronge hande kepre and enioya 
ed. Nowe hauynge all theſe proſperous chaunces, it is lyke, 
that thy minde may be moꝛe deſirous of victoꝛy, then of peace. 
And treuely I haue knowen yours and ſuche lyke hertes and 
courages, to be cuer moze great and valyaunt, then wyſe and 
pꝛofitable.

But if the goddes 
wolde gyue vs in ptoſperitie good and right mindes: we wold | 
not onely conſyder thynges that haue bapped, but alſo what 
mighte happen vnto vs. And ſertynge all other examples as

leuate in pꝛoſperitie. Ytbelogeth not robym that aſketh peace, 
but to hym that giueth peace, to appoynte the condicious ot 
peace: But we knowlegyng our defaulte, wyll appoynt to our 
ſelues condygne puniſhmente foꝛ the ſame, not refuſynge to 
leaue vnto youthe poſſeſſion of ſuche countreys, foꝛ whiche 
the warre began, as Sicilia, Sardinia, Spayne, and 3 
the Jles within the ſea, betwene Italie and Affrica.

HReuertheleſſe they wolde in no wyſe 
receyue theyꝛ felowes that fledde in among them, leſte ther 
ſnulde mengle that fearefull ſoꝛte, whi n the flighte were 
burte and wounded, among them that were earneſtly bent to 
figyt: Wꝛiche myght haue turned muche more to theyꝛ dyſ⸗ 
pleaſure. But dꝛvuing them away by Heapes, compelled them 
to go to gether, ſome intothe one ſide of theym, ſome abꝛode 
the fieldes. Great was the occiſion that was made of them, in 
ſe macke that the Romaynescoulde not come to fygbte with. 
the Carthaginenſes: but fyzſte they muſte with peyne go ouer 
tbe dead bodies of them that were ſlayne. Then-Scipiocaus 
ſed a trumpet to be blowen, to withdꝛawe his men of the firſt; 

batezyle, who bad ben ſoꝛe traueyled, and many of them were 
ſore woanded. Tbeſe cauſed be to ſtand behinde therereward,. 
and made the ſame rerewarde of his beſt men to auaunce forea 
warde vpon the Carthagmenſes Then beganne the battayie- 
nee agarne: whiche was very ſoꝛe and fierſe. Foz then came 
the Komavnes to the moſt aſſured and ſtrongeſt men, and moſt 
expert in wartres, who before being vanquiſhed twyſe, were 
owe lothe and aſhamed to be ranquiſhed. But the Romarnes 
were farre mo innoumbre, and had taken to them a great coua 
rage, by deyuing aware bothe the wynges, and alſo the foꝛea 
warde of thept ennemie.

For fyꝛſt he ſet in the forefront his great number of e⸗ 
lephantes, whoſe gret ſtrength and intollerable violence ſhuld 


dieke the arraxe of the Komaines, putting them out of oꝛder, 
whyche is halfe the wynnyng of a battaile. Then ſet he foes. 


moſt his hyꝛed ſouldiours of diuers nations:tothe intent ſuch 


a confuſed numbꝛe of ſtrangers (who fougbt for no great faith _ 


02 lone, but onely foꝛ money )ſhulde haue no placegzo: tyme to 
flee from the battayle. Alſo to the intent ſuche ftrangersſhuld 
endure the fyiſt violence of his ennemies, makyng them wery 
and weake, befoꝛe his chife men of moſt truſt Mould haue any 
thyng to do. Then after theim were bis £arthagizenſes and 
Africans, bis moſt truſtie ſouldiours. Laſt of alla good ſpace 
behinde theim, he placed bis Italiano, as people whome be 
knew not well, whether they ſhuld be his friendes 02 his foes. 
Thus when all his pollicie wolde not ſerue hym, noꝛ yet his

Wherkoze Scipio, thynkyng to put the citie of Carthage in 
feare on all partes: Fyꝛſt ſent Lelius to Rome, to beare newes 
of his victorie: And then ſent Tn. Octauius by lande towarde 
Carthage, with bis army of hoꝛſemen and fotemen. Whiles 
he, takyng with bym both the newe nauy of ſhippes, bꝛought 
him by Lentulus, and alſo his olde nauie, weute by ſea from 
Utica towardes the hauen of Carthage. He bad but a while 
failed on the ſea, when a ſhippe of Carthage met hym, couered 
all with white linnen cloth, and full of bowes of Oliue, in tos 
ken of peace · In whiche ſhippe were. x. embaſſadours of the 
pꝛinces of Carthage, ſente by the mynde of Anniball to de⸗ 
ſyꝛe peace. en thys ſhippe was con to the foꝛe parte of 
Scipios ſhippe, the couering was taken awaie, and the legates 
ryght humbly required him to extende bys mercy and pitie v⸗ 
pon theim· But other anſwere had they none giuen theim, but 
that they ſhoulde come to hym to Tunes, for to that place he 
ſmide he wolde remoue his campe. With thys aunſwere they 
departed: and he wente with hys nauie of ſhippes befoꝛe Lars 
thage, partely to viewe the ſituacion of the towne, partely to 
make the inhabytantes therof the moꝛe afrayde. But after ſmal 
ſoiournyng there, he departed from thenſe, and returned to 
Atica: And from thenſe was goyng to Tunes, when ſodeyne 
newes were bꝛought bym, that Uermina, the ſone of Syphar 
wich a great noumbꝛe of horſemen and fotemen, was coming to 
the ſoccours of the Carthaginenſes. To encountre with theſe - 
people, Scipio incontinent ſente a good parte of the fotemen 
of bys hoſt, and all his hoꝛſemen, who metyng with theuy, at 
they: fyꝛſte reencountre put theim to flyght, and topping the 
paſſages, wherby they mygbt by fleyng eſcape, they ſlewe of 
| the Numidians, ry. M. and tokeaboue.rii. Land with peyne 
the capitayne hym ſelfe eſcaped, hauyng a ſmall numbꝛe with 
bym. From thenſe the campe was pitched at Tunes, in tha 
olde place, wheretbey befoze bad ſet it, Thyther came. xxx. 
noble men of Carthage embaſſadours, ſent vnto Scipio, who 
with muche moꝛe lamentacion then the other had done befoꝛe, 
required peace of Scipio, conſtrained moꝛe therunto thtongh 
the contrarietie of S oꝛtune, and by the iq zow of their
